Washington, D. C., Dec. 14.—[{Special.]— 
‘There will be hearty and enthusiastic re- 
py the federal government to the 
geommendation made by THE CHICAGO 
fusuwe editorially this morning for the 
q@tadlishment of more mine rescue stations. 
Four new stations are to be provided for 
dangerous fields, two without loss of time 
gn two others as soon as funds become 
gvallable. As a result there will be created 
the nucleus of a life saving service for the 
mining industry of the country. 
At present there are stations at Urbana 
@ serve the Illinois and Indiana fields; Pitts- 
burg, Pa. for the Pennsylvania, Ohio, and 
West Virginia regions; and Knoxville, Tenn., 
ghich cares for the southeastern district. 
A fourth station will be established imme- 
@ately at McAlester Okla., the center of a 
dangerous area, and a fifth will be provided 
at Seattle Wash., in the neighborhood of 
sumerous shafts. As soon as funds are 
available stations will be placed in the New 
Mexico-Colorado field and in the Utah-Wyo- 


ming field. 


Seven Stations Inadequate. 

But even with the increases proposed it is 
yealized fully in Washington that seven sta- 
tions are absurdly inadequate for the whole 
ot the United States and its dependencies. 
For this reason it is the purpose of Director 
George Otis Smith of the geological survey 
te urge congress to make an appropriation 
sufficiently large to enable the maintenance 
of appliances and men at points convenient 
to the mines in all sections of the union. 

The stations now mm existence were not 
@stablished for rescue work alone. This is 
merely incidental to their scientific investi- 
gations, the. real object of their creation. 
The stations operate under the direction ofa 
mining technology branch, which, by a law 
passed in 1908, was placed under the geo- 
logical gurvey. 

Only $150,000 was placed at the disposition 
of the director of the survey to pay the ex- 
penses of this branch, which included the es- 
tablishment of an experimental station at 
Pittsburg to devise means to reduce the dan- 
) constantly must face

@ubstations. 

Government officials say the investigating 
work done at Pittsburg and by the stations at 
Urbana in the Cherry disaster, and at Knox- 
ville in connection with a copper mine dis- 
emer in Tennessee have demonstrated the 
great value of this service, and they believed 
that in the interest of human life it should 
be enlarged.

PEACE AND WORK URGED. 


Shurtleff Boosts the Activity 
by Speech Which Pleases 
the Governor by Its 
Good Will. 


[BY A STAFF COR RESPONDENT. } 

~ Springfield, Iil., Dee. 14.—[Special. }—The 
Forty-sixth general assembly convened in 
extraordinary session today, The members 
were present nearly toa man. They listened 
to the governor’s message for five minutes 
and gave the executive leave to print. Then 
they introduced forty-four bills and declared 
a holiday relaxation until Jan. 4. They will 
hold a perfunctory session tomorrow, how- 
ever. 

Out of twenty-four subjects specified in the 
extra session call of Gov. Deneen, bills were 
introduced covering nineteen. The rest of 
them are ready. 

Upon the surface there is every prospect 
that the general assembly will hurry along 
and do those things which the governor 
wants done and wil not attempt to do those 
things which the governor doesn't want done, 
but there lies hidden a flock of bacilli which 
may break out at any minute into an epi- 
demic of legislative fighting, kicking, and bit- 
ing, perhaps the worst since the df@ys of Law- 
rence Y. Sherman and John Henry Miller. 


Shurtleff Checks Rising Wrath. 

Shurtleff has done much during the cay to 
check rising wrath. A decreased .empera- 
ture is noticeable even in the case of Col. 
Chiperfield, late of the governor's staff. 
“ Charley’ Fieldstack also had too high a 
temperature. His case is diagnoged as hav- 
ing been superinduced by certain Chicago po- 
litical leaders who are still settling with 
election prophets who took the Deneen end 
against “ Uncle Adilai’’ Stevenson. 

Speaker Shurtleff gave a boost to legislative 
activity by speaking his mind from the ros- 
trum. He declared forcibly for a business 
session, for a careful application of the mem- 
bers to the work at hand, and expressed the 
desire to hurry business along and to get 
through. There is reason to believe that the 
full strength of his position at the helm wii 
be thrown in the direction of expediting the 
work of the session. 

To this end, the speaker ruled that all pri- 
mary bills shall be considered in committee 
of the whok house. There will be no star cham- 
ber sessions by a committee of a few mem- 
bers. Each of the primary bills introduced 
this morning lies upon the speaker's table 


and forwarded to the members &t once at 
their homes. 


Boards Cleared for Action. 

This clears the board for a resumption of 
actual business at 10 o’clock a. m. on Jan. 4, 
to which hour the legislature adjourns to- 
morrow. 

The rest of the administration bills will be 
introduced tomorrow. Many of the members 
have gone home, however. A bunch will go 
to Champaign tomorrow to attend the ex- 
ercises in honor of Cyrus Hall McCormick. 
Representative David E. Shanahan intro- 
duced a resolution in honor of Mr. McCor- 
mick in the house today. Senator Dunlap 
did a similar thing in the senate. Goy. De- 
neen will head the party which goes to the 
university tomorrow morning, and will make 
an address. 

Speaker Shurtleff, together with the state 
officers, except Attorney General Stead, who 
is in a hospital troubled with his eyes, will 
go to Shelbyvile to attend the funeral! serv- 
ices of the late Howland J. Hamlin. 


Deneen Pleased with Events.” 

Gov. Deneen was pleased with events dur- 
ing the day.. He said as much, and expressed 
the opinion that the course of Speaker 
Shurtleff as indicated by his talk today 
presages a desire of the legislators to get 
through the business and hurry back home. 

The governor made a hit with his message, 
which was distributed through the two 
houses. The general cohsensus of opinion of 
the members wae that Deneen has been con- 
servative and sensible in asking for what he 
has asked, and has not gone out of bounds 
in expressing his views upon the twenty-four 
subjects enumerated in the call.

Washington, D. C., Dec. 14.—-[Special 
The government of Mexico is in danger ot 
receiving a snub at the hands of the United 
States. Through Enrique Creel, who was 
appointed special ambassador to President 
Taft, Diaz has indicated a desire to play the 
role of mediator between the United Staves, 
and the “ republics ” of Central America. 

The administration has no intention to per~ 
mit interference by Mexico or any other 
nation In what are regarded as distinctly our 
own affairs.

First Ward *‘Big Stick” Falls Upon 
Schoenhofen Concern. 


* Bathhouse John "” Coughlin, who used to 
lead the grand march in the First ward ball, 
is appearing in the new role of a reformer. 

His first efforts along this line became 
known yesterday, when it was learned that 
he is attempting to stop one of the dances at 
the charity ball at the Auditorium tonight 
and also to put a brewery out of business. 

Ruth St. Denis, who is to give two of her 
oriental dances at the ball, should not ap- 
pear in public, because of the character of her 
dances, according to the new lights of “ The 
Bath,”’ and it is declared that he complained 
to Assistant Chief of Police Schuettler that 
the dances offended his sense of propriety. 

At any rate, two detectives from the chief's 
office witnessed the performance of Miss St. 
Denis at the Colonial theater last evening, 
but declared afterward the dances were all 
right. 

Brewery Is Boycotted. 

The brewery which is feeling the First 
ward stick is that of Peter Schoenhofen, 
and the accepted explanation is that the 
aldermen were told before the big ball. was 
declared off by order of Mayor Busse that 
no liquor would be served from the Schoen- 
hofen bar in the Coliseum unless they se- 
cured a special permit. The brewery com- 
pany’s action has resulted in the call of a 
boycott on the products of the company 
among First ward saloonkeepers. 

An official of the company said last night 
that the boycott was determined upon at a 
meeting last Sunday, when the First ward 
auxiliary club, under whose auspices the ball 
is given, adopted a resolution to quit buying 
beer of the Schoenhofen company. 

The first signe of the boycott came on 
Monday, when drivers reported that a dozen 
of the biggest patrons had told them they 
wanted no more beer from them. Yester- 
day other saloon men turned down the wagon 
drivers. Every saloom in the First ward, ac- 
cording to the brewery men, patronized the 
brewery until the boycott order. 


Ban to Be Put On Gradually. -

last night. “Some are going to begin by 
shortening their orders and gradually drop

“ We are well aware we are facing a boy- 
cott,”” an Official of the brewing company 
sald, “but we cannot help it.

Coughlin asked the company to give him a 
permit to sell drinks from the brewery bar 
in the Coliseum it wes refused him, because 
the company has no right to transfer its li- 
cense. He was told to see the mayor andget

Theologs of McCormick Seminary 
Then Burn Figure. 


WHY? MUST STUDY HEBREW 


Ruling Followed by Demonstration 
Against De. G. L. Robinson. 


Thirty divinity students of the McCormick 
Theological seminary last night hanged their 
profeseor of Hebrew in effigy before his resi- 
dence, to the noisy accompaniment of barre! 
staves, broont handles, and canes on a handy 
iron lamp post and surrounding fences ahd 
doors. About midnight, tiring of this, they 
set fire to the dummy amid shouts of “ What's 
the matter with Robinson? He'sall wrong. 

Prof. George L. Robinson was the subjec’ 
of the demonstration, being considered the 
chief cause of the defeat the students had re- 
ceived at the faculty's hands earlier in the 
day in the attempt to have Hebrew dropped 
from the seminary curriculum. 

The students apparently had temporarily 
accepted the faculty's action, merely an- 
nouncing they would appeal to the seminary 
trustees. The faculty action was unanimous, 
the chairman of the protestants being noti- 
fied shortly before morning chapel. 


Swing Figure from Lamppost. 

The scene of the effigy burning and hang- 
ing was Chalmers place, a quiet little street 
near the seminary, on which nearly al) the 
faculty members reside, including President 
James G. K. McClure. On twe sidewalk in 
front of Dr. Robinson's residence is an tron 
lamp post and this was seized upon shortly 
after 1 o’clock and the etuffed figure swung 
from it. 

About 11 o'clock the students appeared 
without noise, dragging the figure after them. 
They hailed the proximity of the lamp post 
with joyful shouts and quickly swung the 
rope over the bar and hauled the dummy to 
the top. Then the noise realy began, but Dr. 
Robinson's house remained dark and there 
was no indication that the professor even 
peeped from behind his blinds, although the 
celebrants—some reckless, some cautious— 
kept a wary eye on the curtains. 

The professors in surrounding houses like- 
wise kept in seclusion, though the noise wee 
heard for blocks away. With the burning 
of the effigy at midnight the interest of the 
students died and they departed, leaving 
the smoking ruin still hanging from the lamp

‘Conflicting Number Given Trains Bun- 
ning on Deranged Schedules—Cause 
of Crash Not Yet Determined, 


New York, Dec. 14.—In the derangement 
of communication by wire which still pre- 
vails because of the late storm, complete 
details of the train wreck in which three men 
were killed and many injured last night at 
North East, Pa., were not obtainable until 
the arrival here at 2:55 this afternoon of No.

AFTER DISCOVERING GERMS. 


Ecientists at Rockefeller Institute Think 
They Can. Cure Inflammation of the 
Spinal Cord. 


New York. Dec. 14.—[Special. ]}—Scientists 
in the Rockefeller Institute for Medical Re- 
search have@discovered the germ of poliomye- 
litis,-or inflammation of the gray matter of 
the spinal cord. It was done with the aid of 
gix monkeys. 

It also is reported that the discovery of 
the germ has been followed by the even more 
important discovery of a curative serum. in 
that discovery the six monkeys also contrib- 
uted largely. i | 

Those who profess to know the details of 
the work done by the scientists in the Rocke- 
feller institute say it has been demonstrated 
that the germ of the poliomyelitis is one of 
low virulence, and that it only can live and 
thrive in warm weather. When the fall and 
winter come it dies from the cola.

Sovereign Jokes Before Signing 
Important Military Bill 
from Senate.

BRUSSELS, Dec. 14.—King Leopold today 
underwent a serious operation and astounded 
science by the manner in which he withstood 
it. His remarkable recuperative powers 
manifested themselves as soon as he re- 
gained consciousness, and the optimistic 
spirit which he has shown throughout the 
course of ‘his iliness returned to him. He 
expressed satisfaction when informed of the 
details of the operation, which was for relief 
of simple obstruction of the intestines. 

Tonight the king is making a plucky fight 
for life. He even was strong enough to sign 
the new military law. just passed by che 
senate. But the battle has not yet been won 
completely. It is understood the real feeling 
of the king’s physicians and household is not 
so hopeful as the official bulletins would in- 
dicate. At midnight the king was reported 
as sieeping peacefully.

Talkative After Operation. 

Leopold emerged from the operation with 
a regular pulse and cheerful He was so 
wscirings ogc the doctors were obliged to 
warn hkn, after which the patient fell into a 
light, refreshing slumber. The condition of 
the king tonight is stated to be satisfactory, 
and that there need be no fear for the imme- 
diate present, unless new and unforseen com- 
plications arise. 

The patient appeared to gain strength as 
the day progressed. He was able to see 
Crown Prince Albert and Premier Schollaert, 
to whom, as he chuckled contentedly, he 
said: 

* Well, I pulled through after all.” 

There is the greatest mystery regarding 
the possibility of the king receiving his 
daughters, the Princesses Louise and 
Stephanie. Last night's rumor to the effect 
that he would welcome Louise at his bedside 
is unconfirmed and all Brussels is speculat- 
ing on the outcome of the family dissension. 

American Minister Henry. Lane Wilson 
had an interview with the king. 

In view of the condition of the king, in- 
terest is concentrated upon Prince Albert 
Leopold, the heir presumptive son of the 
late count of Flanders, King Leopold's 
brother. Prince Albert is in striking con- 
trast to his uncle.. He is a distinct family 
man, happily wedded. He has traveled and 
studied in America, and is a great student of 
economics and politics, often lecturing in 
public. 


Momentous Day for Belgium. 

Today has been doubly momentous in Bel- 
gian history. In the presence of Prince Al- 
bert, who has an hereditary right to a seat 
the senate adopted, with the concurrence of 
the chamber, a military law which vitally 
concerns the country, which has aroused in- 
tense discussion, and which once threatened 
to overturn the cabinet. 

The measure involves the complete reverea! 
of the system of recruiting thearmy. It pro- 
vides for the service of one son in each 
family, instead of general recruiting by lot, 
but, more important, they are forbidden to 
hire substitutes, as in the recent crisis in 
Spain outright evasion of service by the rich 
through the payment of money aroused the 
anger of the people. 

King Leopold favors the law, and his sup- 
porters have beer most anxious that he 
should have the opportunity to attach his 
signature to it. 


Indifference Regarding Throne. 

So far as the king’s illness is concerned. 
evidences of the indifference of the people 
with reference to a change In sovereigns are 
seen. The newspapers are restricting them- 
selves to brief accounts of thé development 
of the maledy and discreet allusions to the 
king’s domestic tragedies, but they make 
practically no comment on Leopold himseir 
or the destinies of the country. 

The Belgians, however, are loyal to the 
king, and have the greatest admiration for 
his great intellect and genius. While they 
do not forget that Leopold's administration 
in the Congo created a storm of international! 
accusation, and almost endangered the coun- 
try’s honor, all parties now are united on the 
Congo policies, as they regard the Congo In- 
dependent states as an immense field for 
Belgian enterprise. They remember also 
that it was King Leopold who gave such ma- 
terial development to Belgium. 


Princess Starts for Brussels. 
VIENNA, Dec. 14.—Ex-Crown Princess 
Stephanie, the daughter of King Leopold, 
who now is the Countess Lonyay, left Hun- 
‘gary today for Brussels to see her father, 


Louise Threatens Memoirs. 

PARIS, Dec. 15.—Princess Louise, daugh- 
ter of King Leopold, interviewed by the 
Matin’'s Budapest correspondent yesterday 
bitterly complained that the only answer she 
received to her telegram to Baron Goffinet, 
the king’s secretary, asking that she be al- 
lowed to come to her dying father, was the 
brief announcement that the operation was 
successiul and that the danger seemed to be 
over. 

The princess wept as she recalled the sor- 
rows of her existence, particularly her treat- 
ment at the time of here mother sdeath She 
sent another urgent message to Baron Goff- 
net, asking for a plain answer. 

The princess announced that she intended 
to write her memoirs, which would throw a 
dazzling light on a number of mysteries of 
the courts of Europe.

LONDON, Dec. 14.—A telegram appears in 
the London papers today from Prince Henry 
of Prussia dealing with a series of articles 
written by the socialist Blatchford which are

RARE ART GEMS OWNERLESS. 


George Salting, Connoisseur, Dies in 
London, Leaving Many Fine 
Porcelains. 


LONDON, Dec. 14.—Some of the finest art 
treasures in existence may come “into the 
market through the death of George Salting 
fn this city yesterday, and art circles are 
greatly stirred over the prospect. 

Salting was a Dane and inherited a great 
Australian fortune. His whole life and in- 
come were devoted to the examination and 
purchase of works of art, and he became one 
of the best known collectors tn Europe. 

Salting’s collection of porcelains on loan 
in the Kensington museum is the finest, per- 
haps, in the world. Many paintings owned 
by him now hang in the National gallery. 
The museum directors made it a practice to 
refrain from bidding against the eccentric 
man at sales, because they believed that his 
collection would be bequeathed to the nation.

PRIVATE FUNDS OFFERED 


Money to Pay Expenses Availa- 
ble if Bench Ties Up 
Council Cash. 


Attorney Walter L. Fisher will endeavor to 
convince Judge Windes today that “ Honest 
Taxpayer” Albert L. Schultz Is not entitled 
to enjoin the controller and city treasurer 
from paying out the appropriation granted by 
the council to the Merriam commission. 

If Attorney Fisher and Assistant Corpora- 
tion Coungel Robert Holt, who also will rep- 
resent the city, are unsuccessful in their at- 
tempt to convince Judge Windes, and the in- 
junction is issued, the Merriam commission 
will go merrily along with the investigation, 
using funds subscribed by private individuals 
instead of the “ taxpayer's " money. 

“It will be @ good thing to have this point 
settled,"’ said Ald. Merriam yesterday. ‘““Hun- 
dreds of thousands of miscellaneous funds of 
the city are appropriated annually for pur- 
poses analogous to this, and it is Just as well 
to know now whether the council has any 
legal right to spend the city’s money in this 
way. But it will not effect our investigation 
to have the sult go against us, and we will 
keep right on doing business at the same old 
stand.’’ 

Many Plans to Stop Inquiry. 

According to report, James A. Brady, at- 
torney for “ Taxpayer’ Schultz, and his 
reputed backérs—the Chicago Team Owners’ 
association and its backers, whoever they 
may be—has several! other plays up his sleeve 
for the annihiJation of the Merriam commis- 
sion. If the injunction suit fails, or if it is 
successful for that matter, and the Merriam 
commission goes ahead with private funds, 
it is believed Mr. Brady will seek a man- 
damus order of court to compel It to dissolve, 
or at lgast to cease to investigate municipal] 
expenditures. 

The ground alleged for this legal pro- 
cedure is that the power to investigate mu- 
nicipal affairs lies wholly with the council 
or the state’s attorney, and cannot be dele- 
gated to private individuals. The Merriam 
commission is composed of eleven members, 
only three of whom are members of the city 
council, 

Other interests besides those represented 
by Attorney Brady, it was reported, were all 
ready to go ahead with legal proceedings 
against the Merriam commission, and only 
held off when they heard Brady was ready 
to file his bill. John Brown, partner of Jacob 
Kern, candidate for state's attorney against 
Wayman, admitted that he wae on the point 
of preparing a bill seeking to enjoin the 
payment of the $50000 appropriation to the 
Merriam commission, when he heard that 
Brady was working on the same thing. 


No Use of Two Bills. 

“There was no use of two of us filing bills 
for the same purpose, and as Brady got there 
first I dropped the matter for the time being,”’ 
said Mr. Brown. “I did intend to file a bill 
for injunction, just as 1 intended to file a bill 
for injunction against the payment of $5,000 
to John M. Ewen for drawing plans for:a 
harbor, but In the former case we decided to 
let Brady go ahead, and In the iatter case the 
council rescinded its action. se there wae 
nothing to enjoin.” 

Coal and oil purchases made through the 
office of Business Agent William A. Coleman 
will be the subject of further inquiry when 
the commission meets again tomorrow after- 
noon. ‘he commission has studied coal pur- 
chases from the Chicago Fire AppWance com- 
pany, and from the report of its own investi- 
gators has shown that on one order of 100 
tons the city lost $2.35a ton on account of the 
fuel furnished not being up to specifications. 

From records in the department of elec- 
tricity it appears that the Chicago Fire Appli- 
ance company furnished a tota) of 2,900 tons 
of coal to various stations between Oct. 228. 
1908, and Nov. 2, 1909, and presuming the 
ratio of lose to be the same on all as on the 
100 tons examined by the commission's ex- 
peris, the total loss to tha’ one department 
would have been approximatcly $6.800. 


Total Loss on Coal $15,000. 


The same company also furnished 3.500 
tons of coalto the Lawrence avenue pumping 
station on requisition during 1909, and ihe 
toss here, figuring on the same ratio, would 
be $8,200, or a total of $15,000 for both de- 
partments. 

The commission has not finished with Mr 
Coleman on the coal proposition, as it etil] 
has inquiries to make about the methods of 
purchasing fuel from Michael Tierney, the 
Mueller Coal company, and the F. A. Fitz- 
gerald Coal company. It is said the same 
disregard of specifications has been mani- 
fested by these companies, which furnished a 
large quantity of coal bought by Business 
Agent Coleman. 

Herbert B. Fleming, one of the Merriam 
investigators, has a whole volume of data on 
the quality of oil furnished to the city by the 
Chicago Fire Appliance company, which has 
only been touched upon by the commission. 
Those who know what this volume contains 
predict many unpleasant half-hours for Mr. 
Coleman and his aids in trying to explain 
away the discrepancies between the specifi- 
cations and the acitval quality of the ol} de- 
livered. 


Supply Man to Be Present. 

It is not improbable that interest in to- 
morrow's meeting will be heightened by the 
appearance of’ Harry Smith, president of 
the Chicago Fire Appliance company, be- 
fore the commission. Mr. Coleman suggest- 
ed that Mr. Smith be called upon to explain

Evidence Said 
entation. 


It became known yesterday that not only 
was it State’s Attorney Wayman's Intention 
to take up the McGovern paving scanda) for 
a full grand jury investigation, but that for 
a considerable time he has been collecting 
evidence in the case. 

Mr. Wayman refused to discuss the matter, 
but it was learned that a force of investi- 
gators hed been at work for him and that 
the charges made by the Citizens’ assocla- 
tion and others have beem the subject of the 
clogest inquiry. The association’s charges 
are that M. H. McGovern, the contractor, has 
been working {n collusion with certain offi- 
cials and thereby getting contracts which 

tted him big profifits. 

Just when the evidence will be submitted 
for grand jury action is not known, but it ls 
declared that the facts in Mr. Wayman’s 
possession are in such shape that they may 
be offered at any time, and it is not im- 
probable that the present grand jury be given 
an opportunity at the inquiry. 


Wayman Hard at Work. 

Indications that Mr. Wayman was busily 
engaged in planning a thorough inquiry were 
seen yesterday. He remained ali day in his 
office hard at work and was interrupted only 
by an occasional conference with one of his 
assistants. 

* Haven't got time to talk,’’ he said, in 
answer to a question concerning his plans. 
“I'm working ‘up to my neck and I can't 
say a word yet about my plans.”’ 

Besides the paving charges it is known that 
he is following closely the work of the Mer- 
riam commission in its investigation of the 
various city departments. A transcript of 
the evidence of each day’s session is fur- 
nished to him and it is asserted that an over- 
hauling of all matters under consideration by 
that body is to be made by the prosecutor. 

According to the Citizens’ association's 
charges, McGovern worked a “ trick "’ bid on 
street repairing, which gave him $402,000 
and cost the city $116,000 more than it would 
have had to pay if the officials had accepted 
the lowest bid on the great part of the work. 


Hanberg Stands “Pat” on Contract. 

Commissioner Hanberg said he was 
“standing pat’’ on the contract concerning 
which the charges are based. He asserteu 
that it had been investigated from every 
point and that it had been .ying open for in- 
spection for more than a year. 

“TI know this,”’ he said; ‘‘ we have nothing 
to hear from any investigation.” 

After asserting that he had decided to say 
nothing concerning the charges he added: 

‘Some day the Citizens’ association wi’! 
get what ts due it.’”’ 

It depends upon Mr. Wayman’'s degree of 
promptness in taking the paving matter be- 
fore the grand jury whether the Merriam 
commission will Include that matter in its 
reports on municipal expenditures. 

Wililford C. Shurtleff, president of the asso- 
ciation, declared that he would gladly go 
before a grand jury and present documentary 
evidence which the organization holds re- 
garding the McGovern “ raid "’ on the wheel 


tax.

METHODIST CHURCH SOUTH

ace H. Lurton of Nashville to the Supreme 
bench has been launched from an unsuspect- 
ed source In the south. Numerous petitions 
urging against his confirmation have been 
forwarded to Washington from several sec- 
tions, according to developments today fol- 
lowing an interview with Bishop E. E. Hoes 
of the Methodist Episcopal church South.

“Open Shop” Policy. 


SEND A NOTICE TO TAFT. 


Union Grievances Are Set Forth 
‘in Long Denunciatory 
Resolution. — 


, Pa., Deo. 14.—War was declared 
caus the Uninet States Stee! corporation by 
the leaders of organized labor throughout 
the United States and Canada at the close of 
a momentous two days’ conference today. 

The decision to battle long and hard 
against the stand taken by the steel cor- 
poration ‘In its policy of “open shop”’ was 
reached by the labor conferees only after 
hours of debate and a deal of trouble. 

At the conference which passed the re- 
markable battle decree Samuel Gompers, 
president of the American Federation of 
Labor, presided, and through him the meas- 
ure was put upon the record books of the 
executive council of the federation. 

The grievances of organized labor against 
the steel corporation as set forth in the reso- 
lution have been forwarded to President 
Taft and the United States senate and house 
of representatives. The governors <f the 
states in which the United States Steel cor- 
poration owns plants or bas interests also 
will receive copies of the resolution. 


Deals with Low Wages. 

The resolution deals principally with the 
low wages paid the men in the employ of the 
steel corporation, the hours of work, and the 
general condition of oppression under which 
the corporation is alleged to hold its em- 
ployés. The resolution in part follows: 

“ A crisis in the affairs of labor has arisen. 
The gigantic trust, the United States Steel 
corporation, is using its great wealth and 
power in an effort to rob the tollers of their 
right of American manhood and of the oppor- 
tunity to resist its further encroachments. 
Grown rich by the consent of the people of 
our country, this corporation in its mad greed 
for still greater riches sweeps aside, makes 
and unmakes law, its enactors and execu- 
tors, and is now engaged in an effort to de- 
stroy the only factor—the organizations of 
its employés—standing between it and un- 
limited, unchecked, and unbridled industrial, 
political, social, and moral carnage. 


See Defiance to Labor. 

“The United States Steel corporation has 
declared war on labor. In its secret councils 
this corporation has decreed that the only 
obstacle to its complete sway—organized 
labor—shal!l be crushed. The labor organiza- 
tlons consist of its employés, the workers 
(their wives and little ones), human flesh and 
blood. It is by their labor that they live; 
they have no purpose other than safeguara- 
ing their lives, their character, their future, 
the safety of the republic, and humanity.” 

After reviewing alleged acts of hostility to 
unionism on the part of the steel corporation 
the resolution covers these points: 

Calls upon all unions te send at least one or- 
ganizer each to assist in the battle. 

Urges that in all steel mill towns the central 
labor organizations appoint special committees 
to ald in organizing the steel workers. 

Recommends that the executive council of 
the American Federation of Labor issue a circu- 
lar‘appeal for financial contributions to aid the 
striking iron, steel, and tinplate workers. 

The resolution is signed by James O'UCon- 
nell, T. L. Lewis, W. D. Mahon. George W. 
Perkins, J. W. Hays, Frank M. Ryan, I. 
Healy, Samue] Gompers, P. J. McArdle, and 
Charles E. Lawler.

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‘ORPHAN’ BECOMES PRODIGAL’ 


Leon Morris Says New State Is 
Better than the Old. 


SEVEN YEARS IN CHICAGO. 


Returns Finally to Family in Michi- 
gan and Rejoicing Follows. 


After trying both, Leon Morris told Chi- 
cago friends yesterday he considered play- 
ing prodigal better than playing orphan. 
Morris came to the city from Portland, 
Mich., where he went recently to rejoin his 
parents and family after he had kept away 
from them for seven years. He lived all this 
time in Chicago, passing as an orphan. His 
father is well to do and has taken hisson into 
business and there has been much rejoicing 
in the home, young Morris said. 

In 1902, when 20 years old, Morris says he 
played ** hookey ” in high school, and fell be- 
hind in his lessons, which he never did take 
to, anyway. When he was reprimanded he 
grew disheartened. He packed up and slipped 
away in the night, without leaving word 
where he was going. He came direct to Chi- 
cago, where he won the sympathy of Will- 
iam P. Desmond, 5624 Carpenter street, by 
telling a story of how he had been made an 
orphan, Desmond secured the young man 
work as a “ peanut butcher” in a railway 
Station. 


Promoted in Railway Service. 

Morris, who went by the name of James 
Watson, in the following years became block 
signal operator at Archer avenue of the’ Chi- 
cago and Western Indiana railroad. He 
taught himself telegraphy, and then became 
ticket agent. 

By this time he had saved enough money 
to start in business for himself. He opened 
a tea and coffee store, but did not make good 
at this, and went back to the railroad, where 
he secured employment as cashier in tQe 
Monon railroad local freight house. 


Old Friend Recognizes Him. 

Morris stepped out of his office into the 
freight room one afternoon in July. He al- 
most fainted as he heard ‘* Leon,’ @ name 
he had not been called by since he left home 
seven years before. Looking up, he recog- 
nized a friend from his home town in Port- 
land. Then he was told how hie father had 
grieved ever since the son made his secret 
departure and urged to go back to Michigam. 

The ‘“‘ orphan” was moved by the recital 
and immediately promised to join his family. 
He admitted it was not right to remain away 
50 long without once communicating with 
hie family and agreed that they must have 
been *‘ worried some.’’ 


STREETS LURE BOY FROM HOME. 


Willie Sabia, 14 Years Old, Is Seen 
About Town, but Refuses to Re- 
turn to Parental Roof.

GRILLED AS TO SECRETS. 


Trouble Began Soon After He Was 
Witness in Anti-Trust Suit. 


New York, Dec. 14.—[Special.]—A sheriff's 
jury in Westchester county today pro- 
nounced Hampton Gould Westcott, formerly 
a vice president of the Standard Oil com- 
pany of Kentucky, incompetent to manage 
himself or his affairs. 

Ten years ago Westcott, who is only 42, 
was one of the bright young men of 26 Broad- 
way. 

A member of a prominent family, with an 
estate at Waynesville, N. C., he attracted 
the attention of the guiding spirits of the 
Standard Oil company by the ability he dis- 
played while a clerk in the main gffices of the 
Kentucky branch of the oil t@ust at Cov- 
ington. In 1900 he was brought to New York. 
Soon he was made vice president of the Ken- 
tucky company and intrusted with the 
secrets of the Standard Oi] management. 

It was Westcott’s duty to furnish the 
*‘ statistical departmen(’”’ at 26 Broadway 
with information concerning the business of 
the independent oll companies in Kentucky. 
When they became menacing these com- 
panies would be bought up by the Standard 
Oil and run by it as ‘ independenis."’ 


Rise to Power Rapid. 

The Kentucky company is the selling agent 
for the trust in Kentucky, Georgia, Missis- 
sippil, Louisiana, Tennessee, and Alabama. 
The management of its business upon the 
lines laid out from 26 Broadway fel) upon 
Westcott’s shoulders. To get the informa- 
tlon needed in the plan of destroying com- 
petition Westcott’s fertile brain conceived 
and carried out elaborate methods of 
espionage. 

The federal inquisition into the methods of 
the Standard Oil, part of which was carried 
on here in the fall of 1907, brought Westcott 
to the witness stand under oath. Special 
Deputy Attorney General Kellogg grilled 
Westcott as he grilled John D. and William 
G. Rockefeller. Westcott was made to tell 
how he reported to 26 Broadway, how the 
dummy “‘ independents *’ were worked, about 
the spy systems and many other deteils of 
the business. 

The great result of the inquisition has been 
an order for the dissolution of the Standard 
Oil company. But there was another result. 
The mind of Hampton Gould Westcott be- 
came obsessed with vain regrets and self- 
condemnation. A few weeks after his ex- 
amination his health was #o broken that he 
was sent to a sanitarium in the hope that 
the rest might cure him. But his case was 
hopeless. 


Turns Against His Friends. 

He saw investigators on every hand and he 
was in constant fear that he would be called 
again as a witness in the main suit against 
the Standard Oil company. DWPven his most 
intimate friends were debarred from his oon- 
fidence, They were as much “ the enemy ” 
as any of the fancied spies on his trail. Twice 
he escaped from the sanitarium and fled to 
the Hotel Manbattaa, where he formerly had 
an apartment. 

The melancholy progressed, and paranolac 
symptoms appeared. He believed himself a 
lieutenant genera! in the United States army 
and one of the high dignitaries of Free Ma- 
sonry. Some weeks ago his sister, Mrs. Car- 
oline 8S. Neergard, who lives with another 
sister, Mrs. Sugan C. Hope, et Bordeaux, 
France, petitioned to have Westcott de- 
clared insane,

Put 
up your hands, now, while my pal does his 
turn.

With this remark a robber opened the side 
door of Patrick H. Burke's saloon, 4501 West 
Madison street, last night and stood in front 
of the bar while a masked companion waited 
until a second revolver was leveleti at the pro- 
prietor and four inmates, two of them 
Burke's sons.

Henry Brolaski of Monrovia, 
fessed to be a gambler upon 
was the star feature of a hearing 
today e the senate judiciary committee 
in support of the Burkett bill to prohibit the 
transmission of racetrack bettgmmg odds ‘over 
telegraph or telephone lines. He told how the 
public is mulcted by bookmakers at race- 
tracks, by poolrooms, and by handbook mak- 
ers, his testimony being made in aid of the 
movement to put an end to racetrack gam- 


bling. 

Brolaski, in the most candid and picturesque 
fashion, gave details of the gambler’s life and 
showed the poor chance of returns for money 
invested. which is given to the gambling pub- 
lic. He was one of the owners of a Mexican 
track, which was regarded as the basis of 
gamdling operations in the United States and 
was put out of business at the instance of tne 
department of siate, through coéperation 
with the Mexican government. He now is 
seeking to have tracks in which he has no 
interest dealt with in like manner. 


Has Long Gambling Record. 

Introducing himself as having been a gam- 
bier, poolroom proprietor, bookmaker upon 
race tracks, and handbook maker, Brolaski 
gaid he had worked in his line on the St. 
Louis, Chicago, Worth, Roby, Atlanta, 
Charleston, S. C.,. New Orleans, San Fran- 
cisco, Oakland, Los Angeles, Latonia, Louis- 
ville, and Bennings tracks, and had had 
twenty-one years’ experience. 

He roughly estimated that there were now 
in the United States between sixty and sev- 
énty poolrooms, and that fifty of these were 
in New York City. He calculated that there 
were in operation nearly 1,500 handbooks, 
which business, he declared, operates as the 
initiative of the unsophisticated to gamble 
on the horses. He gave at length details of 
the methods employed by race track book- 
makers, poolroom operators, and handbook 
makers. He said that in New York City 
there were at least 100,000 handbook and 
poolroom players, and that the evil was 
growing daily . 

, Handbook, Shudicap Needy. 

“ The play ethay * .andled by the hand- 
books and p re,’ said Mr. Brolaski, 
“is usually f:« “ « class of peopl that can 
ili afford to lose, and 
cents up. The > 
chance and los 
will take a chanc

greed for more money and the gambling fever 
that becomes inoculated into their systems, 
and it igs growing, growing all the time.” 

Brolaski condemned the ticker service of 
the Western Union Telegraph company or 
subleased lines as a great evil that should be 
stopped. 

Tt js the service giving the resiits and 
prices as they finish,” he said. 

Pointing out the poor chance given the bet- 
tor for a return of any part of his wager, the 
witness said that in a poolroom the per- 
centage against the player would run from 
25 to 150 per cent, and in a handbook the per- 
centage was from5tol5 percent. A player 
had that much the worst of it to start with, 
Brolaski caid, and there was no possible 
chance to beat the game — 


Bank Roll Sure to Melt. 


“Common sense will tell you that from 5 
per cent up will eat up any man’s capital if 
taken out six times a day,” he declared. 

“ There is only one means,’ he continued, 
"of puting this evil out of business effectual- 
ly. and that is by the United States govern- 
ment enacting a law prohibiting the trans- 
, mission of poolroom and racetrack informa- 
tion over telegraph or telephone wires, either 
openly or in cipher, and by having those laws 
enforced after they are passed; also prohib- 
itine the use ofAhe mails to newspapers that 
publish racetrack prices or results.”’ 

He said he could describe to the committee 
eases with which he had personal acquaint- 
ance where men had become absconders, 
drunkards, and thieves on account of the 
poolroom and hand book evils. He spoke 
of the so-called gamblers’ war, now in 
progress in Chicago, caused by poolroom 
books and hand book factions. There had 
been probably twenty-five dynamite bombs 
thrown at gambling houses in the fight be- 
tween these two factions, he said. 

Clark Wants Legal Argument. 

Senator Clark, chairman of the judiciary 
committee, asked that an argument be sub- 
mitted on the subject of the constitutionality 
of the legislation advocated. He said most 
people were agreed as to the moral side of the 
matter. and there could be no question of the 
right of congress to stop the transmission of 
racing news through the mails, but there 
might be a question concerning’ regulation of 
telegraph and telephone lines to that extent. 

_.A number of women from New York. New 
Jersey, Pennsylvania, and the city of Wash- 
ington, interested in temperance and anti- 
gambling movements, spoke briefly. 

After the hearing had concluded Chairman 
Nelson. who said he never had seen a race 
and knew nothing of race betting, said:

Would Educate Mine Men. 

As is generally known, the primary purpose 
of the geological survey is not to under- 
take the meintenance of a life saving corps, 
but to try to educate operators and miners to 
the advantages of the rescue and fire fighting 
apparatus so they may be interested to 
establish joint rescue stations in each im- 
portant mining center. 

If such service could be maintained by the 
federal government, officials believe its effi- 
ciency would be largely increased. Undoubt- 
edly the same results would be obtained-as 
from the life saving stations which minimize 
losses in disasters at sea. 

In order to obtain the greatest efficiency 
from the rescue apparatus practical miners 
must beemployed. This insures the presence 
of men in the mining sections who are fa- 
miliar with the mines which they may have 
to enter on rescue work and accustoms them 
to the use of helmets containing oxygen. At 
present the rescue stations of the geologi- 
cal survey are manned by scientific men who 
have not the physical strength and endur- 
ance which are essential in rescue work. 


DAVID ROSS INDORSES MOVE. 

THE TRIBUNE asked David Ross, secretary 
of the Illinois bureau of labor, for his opin- 
ion of its movement for the establishment 
of mine rescue stations. Mr. Ross’ reply fol- 
lows: 

Springfield, Ill., Dec. 14.—[Edttor of The 
Tribune.]—Your editorial suggesting the ex- 
tension of rescue services to the principal 
mining centers of the country is timely and 
to the point. While the government is to 
be commended for the beginning it has made 
in this matter, its good offices have been 
restricted and effective rescue work con- 
fined to the districts adjacent to existing 
stations. The government's purpose in this 
work was not to equip such stations as 
might be established with relief corps to 
be sent out in case of mine disaster—the 
necessary delay in the transportation of men 
and apparatus would render such service of 
doubtful value—but rather to familiarize cer- 
tain classes of men with the demands of the 
rescue service and the proper use of the 
apparatus it requires. 

The number of stations proper at which 
this educational work could be conducted 
would not be many, but they should be sup- 
plemented by additional agencies on the part 
of the state in codperation with mine owners 
and workers. To thiw end a certain num- 
ber of men in each mine or group of mines, 
employés of the coal companies should be 
drilled by a representative from the station 
fin the intelligent use of life saving devices 
and the required appliances stored in con- 
venient places, available for immediate serv- 
ice in each mining distrgt. : 

The work of instruction in the use of such 
appliances would be performed by the gov- 
ernment, while the cost of supplying the ap- 
paratus to the different mining centers could 
be prorated among the coal companies with- 
in the sphere of its own service.

POSTAL SAVINGS BILL IS IN. 


Congressman Foss Introduces Measure 
and Announces He Will Fight 
for It. 


Washington, D. C., Dee. 14—[Special.]— 
Congressman Foss of Chicago introduced in 
the house today a postal savings bank bil] 
and announced that he would wage a strenu- 
ous fight for enactment legislation on the 
subject at this session of congress. Ths 
measure, which corresponds to that intro- 
duced in the senate by Senator Carter, in- 
cludes these provisions: 


System of postal savings banks under the super- 
vision of a board consisting of the secretary of the 
treasury, the postmaster general, and the attorney 
general. 

Every postoffice issuing money orders and others 
designated by the postmaster genera! are author- 
ized to receive deposite of $1 or more, but not more 
than $100 a month from any one depositor 

Balance to the credit of any one person shall not 
be allowed to exceed $500. 

Interest at 2 per cent per anmum shal] be pafd on 
all deposite 

Postmasters shal! deposit the funds in any sol- 
vent bank at a rate of interest of not less than 
2% per cent per annum. 

‘* I believe that postal savings bank legisia- 
tion will be enacted at this sesgion and this 
will be the bill passed,’’ said Congressman 
Foss. 


MONEY NEPOTISM GETS CASH. 


Senfter from Mississippi Distributes 
Annual Plums of $5,460 to Chil- 
dren and Daughter-in-Law. 


Washington, D. C., Dec, 14.—[Special.]— 
The activities of the new minority leader 
in the senate, Hernando D. Money of Mis- 
sissippi, have occasioned some comment 
among his colleagues in that body. 

As chairman of the committee on addi- 
tional accommodations for the library, be- 
fore he became minority leader, the senator 
from Mississippi appointed his son, Her- 
nando D. Money Jr., as a clerk, and his 
daughter, Miss Lucretia B. Money, as a 
mhessenger. When he gave up the committee 
chairmanship to accept the minority leader- 
ship he transplanted his son and daughter 
to new places at increased salaries.

Washington, D. C., Deo. 14.—[Special.]— 
Not im two score years, perhaps, has John 
Maynard Harlan given his father such a 
lively session as he did today in the Su- 
preme court of the United States. If, as 
they do say, John was an elusive youth and 
the despair of his parent, the venerable as- 
soclate justice found his offspring today no 
less nimble in dodging the pursuit of the 
paternal reasoning faculty. 

It was a hard day on a father who is ac 
customed to the peaceful solemnity of the 
great judicial tribunal and the serenity of 
his 76 years. 

It was apparent that Justice Harlan was 
sincerely desirous of learning al! about the 
composition. of Congressman William J. 
Moxley’s oleomargarine and the mysterious 
process through which it came to look like 
butter. It was apparent that he harbored 
curfosity to know why Mr. Moxley made 
his butterine look like butter, though neg- 
lecting to pay the government the $28,500 
tax imposed on the artificially colored 
product. 


Talks Eloquently of Palm Oil. 
John Maynard talked eloquently of palm 
oil and John Marshall at every moment was 
in hot pursult of the argument. But it wasa 


lan caught up with his son's reasoning is 
unknown. At any rate, it is opined that if 
any of the justices knows just exactly what 
John Maynard was driving at it must be 
John Maynard’s father. 

In excusing Congressman Moxley’s failure 
to pay the 10 cent tax on his oleo Attorney 
Harlan said palm oil was used prior to the 
passage of the law in 1902. when there was no 
object in employing the ingredient for color- 
ing purposes solely. At that Justice Harlan 
started upon his big black cushioned chair, 
waved a hand for a page, and soon had be- 
fore him a ponderous tome, Into which he 
delved industriously. The son's argument 
flowed on and finally the justice closed the 
volume with a snap and settled down In his 
chair with an expressicn of triumphant vin- 
dication upon his aged features. 

The lawyer-eon at the bar told how inno- 
cently Congressman Moxley had used palm 
oil on the supposition that it was a food in- 
gredient and not a color ingredient, where- 
upon the father on the bench roused himself 
and bestowed upon John Maynard a search- 
ing glance, waved his hand for another page, 
and this time received a whole circulating 
library of calf skin books. 


Other Justices: Take a Hand. 

After he had searched all of the volumes 
and perused a page or two the old man gave 
his son a puzzled look and relapsed once 
more into the depths of his chair. Some- 
times three or four of the justices joined in 
quizzing John Maynard on his arguments, 
but the Dysiest of all was Justice Harlan, 
who, before his son concluded, had proces- 
sions of pages coming and going with law 
books in which he sought to verify John 
Maynard's statements. Finally. toward the 
last, the venerable jurist appeared to sink 
into a peaceful gtate of contemplation, look- 
ing down upon his own flesh and blood with 
a tolerant. indulgent expression 

Justice Harlan got a rest when Solicitor 
General Bowers began the argument for the 
government. Mr. Bowers argued that oleo- 
margarine was composed of animal fats and 
that the only ingredient that will contribute 
butter color naturally must be an animal fat 
such as butter itself. Palm oll is vegetable 
and not an animal! essence and therefore the 
coloration it gives oleomargarine is artifi- 
cial. 

“You cannot give tice cream a natural 
vanilla flavor except by use of the extract 
of the vanilla bean,’ he said. ‘‘ You cannot 
give brandied peaches a brandy flavor nat- 
urally except by the use of brandy. If you 
give these flavors in any other way it must 
be artificially. So ff you give oleomargarine 
a butter color naturally ft must be by the 
addition of butter.

New Haven. Conn, Deo. 14.—President 
Taft tonight told the business men of Con- 
necticut many of the facts about govern- 
mental expenditures and revenue at the an- 
nual banquet of the New Haven chamber of 
Commerce. Five minutes after he had con- 
cluded hie speech he was aboard his train for 
Washington. 

The banquet was as lively as a Yale re- 
union affair. It brought together fully 1,100 
men of business prominence in the state, and 
the dining hall at Yale was the scene. 

The president attended a meeting of the 
Yale corporation in the afternoon and held a 
short reception before the banquet. Through 
the dinner there was much merriment and 
Yale songs predominated., 

Col. I. M. Ullman, president of the cham- 
ber, the president's host, presided, and l’resi- 
dent Hadley of Yale and Gov. Weeks spoke 
briefly. 


Question of Economy. 


Mr. Taft, on being introduced, said that he 
felt the occasion opportune to speak to the 
business men on the question as to whether 
we are to have money enough to run the 
government. He told of the cutting down of 
the estimates in departments over the ex- 
penditures of last year, and how the money 
is to be spent in the expectation of having 
a surplus when the accounts are balanced 
for the year. 

The president explained the unexpected 
increase in the cost of the Panama canal, 
touched upon the need of waterways, but 
declaring that he did not favor issuance of 
bonds before work is begun, nor the forming 
of a “pot’’ into which each section could 
dip its hands. He did believe, he said, in 
having waterways improvements go ahead 
without delay and as economically as pos- 
sible and without waiting until political ex- 
peciency demanded it. 


Efficiency as a Factor. 

Mr. Taft said there were many ways of 
saving money, and one of these was the 
Sringing up to a standard of efficiency of the 
employés in governmental departments 

He said that he felt like one crying in the 
wilderness to advocate civil pensions, but he 
believed the time would come when the policy 
would have to be adopted in order that the 
government should run its business as it 
should be run. 

The president predicted that more business- 
like methods of conducting the finances of 
the country were sure to be adopted so that 
the expenditures, though becoming less, 
wolud not prevent the increasing of the scope 
of departments and the creating of new 
bureaus which would make for the general 
welfare of the people. 


Head of Yale Is Speaker. 


President Hadley of Yale spoke in place of 
Gov. Hughes. who was ynabie to leave the 
bedside of his father at Albany. 

President Hadley said there were two sets 
of problems with which the government.had 
to deal. Those which should be decided by 
specialists and those which should be de- 
cided by the people. Of the latter he in- 
stanced slavery, the relations between the 
state and nation, and the annexation of 
the Philippines. But, he said, currency, tax- 
ation of the railroads, and the tariff require 
expert advice if the government is to be more 
than a piece of wasteful bungling.

Take the classification 
and the tariff sheets of the present time and 
in a period hereafter, say three years, make 
a comparison with the tariff sheets of the 
present time and ascertain what the public 
has saved by a reduction of rates on that 
rdilroad during that period; and out of the 
money accumulated by the railroad company 
declare them an extra dividend out of that 
saving through reduction. 

‘* I -would add to that—because it is a just 
part of what the community ought to pay the 
transportation companies for their service— 
enough to build up an insurance fund and an 
old age pension fund for the railroad com- 
pany’s employés. 

‘And I would add to that, too, something 
that at the end of every given period could 
be apportioned among the employés in some 
just measure, say according to their years 
of service and their wages, or something of 
that kind, in reinvestment in the railroad 
property when the railroad property had to 
extend its lines and put in new capital, the 
new capital of course being added, as in the 
Chicago ordinances to its street car com- 
panies, to the investments upon which income 
or returns are allowed, and in that way grad- 
ually build up an interest in the employés in 
the property that they are serving.” 

Regarding legislation against corporate 
combinations, Judge Grosscup said: 

“The Sherman act was passed, and nearly 
twenty years have passed. We have had a 
campaign of nineteen years, state and na- 
tlonal; and we have got to this situation— 
that, as a matter of form, the enterprise of 
this countfy cannot consolidate legally or 
lawfully, either through a trustee or through 
a company known, as a holding company, 
bit, as a matter of fact, the tendency of 
consolidation is just as strong, the argu- 
ments in its favor are just as forceful, as 
they were then. 

“The twenty years have not turned back 
economic laws; twenty years have not turned 
back the tendencies of the times; twenty 
years have not undone those influences that 
have made civilization so close that men 
must unite their efforts in a single effort in 
some of the departments of industry. 

‘Why this combination? A combination, 
after all, shorn of its evils is simply the gath- 
ering together of that strength of men in 
union that they may do more effectually by 
united strength what they cannot do so well 
separately and apart. 

Combination Cuts Out Waste. 

“Tt cuts out waste, it cuts down expense; 
it is the law of economics; and we might as 
well pass statutes against it hoping that no 
way would be found to evade those statutes, 
as we might pass statutes against the solar 
system and the laws that control the solar 
system, for, after all, men are the creatures 
of nature. Nature makes law, and the first 
law, the fundamental law, is the law of na- 
ture. 

“ My position, therefore, is that we havé 
had twenty years of a campaign against 
form and not against substance; that the 
substance of things is as it was when that 
twenty years began, only that it has been 
accentuated and intensified. Why, when 
John Sherman presented that act he had no 
more idea that * would be passed in the form 
it was than that any other impossible at- 
tempt would be made upon the part of the 
United States, and when it finally passed 
said to one of his confidential friends t 
he would be remembered, if remembered at 
all, in connection with the act that bore his 
name, in time with obloquy. 


Trusts and Sherman Act. 

* Let us face things then as they are. 
Bince that act was passed all the great trusts 
have been organized, every one of them 
nearly, the steel trust, the rubber trust— 
the sugar trust has been reorganized; the 
Standaraé Oil trust is greater than it ever 
was before, the tobacco trust—every one 
of them has been organized under the 
shadow of the Sherman act. 

“ All’the great railroad consolidations 
have taken place. Every great railroad con- 
solidation now that puts into the hands of 
the Vanderbilts, of the Cassatts, of the Har- 
rimans, transcontinental lines, two, three, 
and four of them to each one. have been or- 
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ganized under the shadow of the Sherman 
act. 

* Let ua face the situation, then, agit is, 
not attempting to do the impossible, not 
tickle the palate of politics, if the palate of 
politics is thus tickled, by promising what 
can never happen, but accept the situation 
as we find it and apply the law of corrective 
to the situation as it is bound to continue.”’ 


Murphy a Diplomat, Too. 

Mr. Murphy began by a diplomatic compll- 
ment upon the prosperous appearance of the 
men before him. 

“TIT have listened with rapt attention to 
Judge Grosscup,” he said. “ He has shown 
us the short cut to the millennium. 

“ Washington began life marauding in his 
father’s orchard, anda boy who begins thus 
generally keeps on in the ascending scale 
until he finally robbed King George of his 
choicest colony. Victory made him a pa- 
triot, and now, being dead the requisite num- 
ber of years, he is @ statesman. 

“ Yesterday I saw our president attended 
the diamond jubilee of a religious society, 
and he began his remarks by saying they 
were having an attack on Africa for for- 
eign missions, Well, it has always been the 
characteristic of civilization that nothing 
needs so much regulating as other peopl's 
morals, and I don’t know—I suppose it is on 
this principle that to govern ourselves is god- 
like and noble, but to govern others is human 
and less trouble. 

“ One of the pleasures of politics is the en- 
joyment of different views from other peo- 
ple. Some men, radical protectionists, by @ 
pleasing fiction call themselves Democrats. 
Others, with tariff reform views, march gayly 
under the Republican banner. This oblique 
attitude gives them the luxurious emotion of 
differing from their own party. 

‘ The tariff question is now the gulf stream 
in our politics. It now flows through both 
parties, and each one is trying to catch the 
other in bathing and steal his clothes.”

A Delightful Concert. 

The Musical Art Society of Chicago must 
look to its future. If it is not careful it will 
become both popular and prusperous. And 
for an organization which is devoted to the 
highest and best that exists in unaccompanied 
choral singing to become both popular and 
prosperous after only three seasons’ existence 
would be an innovation so great as almost to 
reflect discredit upon the artistic standing of 
the organization. 

What becomes of all our pet theory about 
good art remaining long unpatronised and un- 
appreciated, about the struggle that all true 
artiste must make in order to gain recogni- 
tion, and about the deprivations and cold 
shoulders good music has to rub up against 
before it finds support and approval? All 
our fond beliefs will be wholly upset and we 
wil} have to conclude that there is musica! 
appreciation and understanding in Chicago 
after all. And think whata blow that will be 
to our own humi\ity and to our dear enemies! 

Last night these threatening conditions 
seemed perilously near. The first concert 
this. season was given by the society, and 
Orchestra hall contained an audience of fine 
size and fine quality. Our best people were 
there—the best, both socia) and mueical And, 
strange as it may seem tothe skeptical and 
the uninitiated, everybody seemed to enjoy 
the concert—enjoy it genuinely and abun- 
dantly. 

There is every reason why this should have 
been the case, for it was a concert of superla- 
tive Worth and beauty, but to have a high 
grade—highest grade—concert patronized and 
enjoyed as this was, and so soon, is contrary 
to past experiences and to accepted stand- 
ards.

At the French Theater. 

“The Barber of Seville” was presented 
by ‘the actors of the French theater in the 
Fine Arts building afternoon and 
evening. This comedy is well known to 
operagoers, but is rarely produced as drama 
in this country. It is more Italian than 
French in type, and bas all the characteris- 
tics of Itallan comedy at its best. It is froth, 
but the most eparkling, most stimulating 
froth, like that of an old, dry vintage of 
champagne. The dialogue has no dull mo- 
ments, and the efforts at deception made by 
the various characters are all the more in- 
teresting in that not one of them ig stupid 
nor easily hoodwinked. It is “ dlamond cut 
diamond "’ from the first word to the last. 

Beaumarchais wrote much of his own life 
and character into this play. He was al- 
most the “factotum”’’ that he depicts ia 
Figaro, as he was in turn watchmaker, mu- 
sician, financier, diplomat, dramatist, poet. 
He puts hig own experience and ph.losophy 
of life into the mouth of Figaro: “ Praised 
here and blamed there, but always superior 
to circumstances."" He is always gay, but 
always superficial, so makes no impression 
save that of a crafty sort of cleverness. 

M. Leon Aubel played Figaro with smooth 
insolence and M. Frederic Jugues portrayed 
a youthful count whose intrigue with Rosine 
was brought to @ happy conclusion. It 
seemed a light hearted boy and girl Girta- 
tion that might end in love—or in a quick for- 
getting. M. Felix Lesne, as Bartholo, was 
scarcely disagreeable enough; his old doctor 
was almost lovable, in spite of his machina- 
tions, but M. Vandeputte, as the scheming 
Jesuit priest, was suave and masterful. Mme. 
Mercier, pretty and graceful, with her mu- 
sical gifts so necessary to the part, made an 
admirable Rosine, and M. de Jouy as the 
shaky old servant, gave a delightful bit of 
characterization.

Evils Recognized Everywhere:

Corrupt Practices Act Drastic. 


Senator John Daily of Peoria introduced the 
bill for a corrupt practices act. The bil! as

The bill makes it a misdemeanor to offer or 

attempt to vote illlegally or to advise ethers 
to do so, or to register wrongfully. It makes 
it a felony to stuff ballot boxes or to tamper 
with the ballots or to mutilatethem. Also to 
forge and counterfeit election returns. Sec- 
tion 12 reads: 

“Every person who, by himself or by any 
other person before or during any election, 
party caucus, or primary election directly 
or indirectly with the intent to promate the 
election of himself or any other person, gives 
or provides or pays, wholly or in part, the 
expenses of giving or providing any meat. 
drink, or entertainment to or for any person 
for the purpose of influencing that person to 
give or refraining from giving his vote at the 
election, party caucus, or primary election, or 
to give or refrain from giving his votefor any 
particular person or persons, measure, or 
measures, at the election, party caucus, or 
primary election, shall be deemed guilty of a 
misdemeanor. Every person who shall cor- 
ruptly accept or take such meat, drink, or en- 
tertainment shall also be deemed guilty of a 
mislemeanor.”’ 

The bill also makes it a misdemeanor “to 
let, lend, er employ any horse, carriag6, or 
other conveyance for carrying voters to the 
poils.” 

Specific as to Bribery. 


“Bvery person,” the measure further stipu- 
lates, “‘who furnishes or engages to pay or 
deliver any money or any other thing of 
value for any purpose intended to promote 
the election of himself or any other person, 
except for the expenses of holding and con- 
ducting public meetings for the discussion 
of public questions and of printing and circu- 
lating ballots, handbills, and other papers 
previous to an election, shalb be guilty of 
a misdemeanor.” 

No saloon or room adjoining a saloon shall 
be used for any such meeting. 

Within thirty days after election each can- 
didate shall file an itemized statement of all 
money and other things of value contributed 
or expended directly or indirecthy by him- 
self or others on account of his election or 
nomination. The statement shall give the 
names of all persons receiving such moneys 
or things, and shall specify the nature of 
each item and’the purpose for which ex- 
pended. Political committees likewise are 
required to file similar statements. 

Misdemeanors under the bill are punish- 
able by a fine of $1,000 or one year in the 
county jail or both; felonies by a fine of $1,000 
or one to five years in the penitentiary or 


St. Louisan Faces Graft Trial. 


St. Louls, Mo., Dec. 14.—Ferd Warner, former 
member of the house of delegates, went to trial a 
second time on a charge of bribery today in Judge 
Shield’s division of the Criminal court. At a pre- 
vious trial he was convicted and his. punishment 
was fixed at two years, but the vefilict wae set 
aside by the Supreme court because the word ‘‘the’’ 
was left out of one portion of the Indictment.

Existing #ard lines are abolished ani the 
present form of city government discarded. 
The city tounci} shall consist of a mayor and 
four commissjoners, who shal} be elected for a 
term of two years. The primary ejection for 


the nomination of the mayor and commis- 
sioners shall be held on the last Tuesday in 
February. The candidatés for mayor getting 
the two” highest votes and the four highes:, 
candidates for commissioners become the 
candidates to be yoted upon af;the April 
election. There are no parties, no party 
platforms, and no ignating marks upon 
the official ballots. Afteg the election the 
city affairs are divided into five departments 
by the commissioners—department of public 
affairs, department of accounts and finances, 
department of public health and safety, de- 
partment of streets and public improvements, 
department of public property. 

The departments are allotted to the com- 
missioners by the vote of the commission, 
the mayor being the head of the department 
of public affairs and the vice chairman, who 
is second to the mayor, being the chief of 
the department of accounts and finances, 


Salaries Fixed by Law. 


The annual salaries for mayor and com- 
missioners prescribed in the bill are fixed as 
follows: In cities under 2,000 population, 
$50 for the mayor and $40 for the commis- 
sioners; between 2,000 and 56,000, $250 and 
$100; between 5,000 and 10,000, $600 and $400; 
between 10,000 and 20,000, $900 and $600; be- 
tween 20,000 and 40,000, $3,500 and §1,:.0; 
between 40.000 and 60,000, $5,000 and $3,000; 
between 60.000 and 80,000, $6,000 and $4,000; 
between 80,000 and 100,000, $7,000 and $4,000; 
between 100,000 and 200,000, $8,000 and $4,500. 

No franchise to any public service corpora- 
tion shal) become effective until ratified by 
a-referendum vote of the people. No city offi- 


cial or employé shall be interested in any 
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furnished that evidence.

URGE 17 DIRECT PRIMARY BILLS 


All Sorts of Legislation Is Asked 
in Two Houses. 


DENEEN MEASURES — LEAD. 


They Demand Advisory Ballot on Pres- 
ident and Senators. 


[BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT. |] 


was a little of everything in the way of leg- 
islation for direct primaries in the batch of 
seventeen bills which were dumped into the 
hopper this morning, and there are many 
more to come. 

In the seventeen bills there are seventeen 
varieties of primary law. The gamut runs 
from the straightaway direct plurality pri- 
mary, as presented in the Deneen bills, to the 
legalized soapbox, which Senator John 
Humphrey proposed in two bills. 

The composite bill which Lee O'Neal! Brown 
expects to frame for the coagulated Demo- 
cratic side is not included. Neither is there 
present the Cook county bill. 

Representative Robert E. Wilson of Chi- 
cago introduced a bill from the Democratic 
side which caused a decided sensation, inas- 
much as it offered a settiement of the famous 
one, two, three exécutive difficulty, the bane 
of primary jew constructors and the kicking 
block of the Supreme court, and handed up 
a direct plurality primary law which the ad- 
vocates of a direct primary are going to have 
a lot of trouble in getting around. , 

Senator John Dailey, chairman of the senate 
committee on primary elections, brought for- 
ward a measure which is direct and in addi- 
tion codifies the corrupt practices proposi- 
tion, which he put into @ separate bill as an 
amendment to the general election law. 


Provisions of Deneen Bills. 

The Jones-Hamiiton bills, which are en- 
titled to be christened the Deneen bills, are 
substantially as outlined by Senator Jones 
last night. 

Among the details which develop in the bills 
as introduced is the provision that no name 
shall go on the official ballot for the liv 
elections unless nominated In conformity with 
the direct primary law. Thisis almed against 
snap conventions while the fight is still on 
at Springfield. The primary date for 1910 is 
fixed for Aug. 9 and for the second Tuesday in 
April in other years. 

There is to be an advisory vote upon 
United States senator and upon president and 
vice president of the United States, the plu- 
rality vote in the state to govern. 

An essential detail is the method of placing 
the names on the ballot. Itisa lottery propo- 
sition. The names of all the state office can- 
didates, for instance, go inte sealed envelopes 
and on the twenty+fifth day before the pri- 
mary the governor, the secretary of State, 
and state auditor draw out the names. First 
man out, first on the ballot, and 80 forth. 
This runs down through all offices. 

Verification of the liste of qualified primary 
electors must be posted at the polling places, 
as at the general elections. 


Provisions of Daily Bill. 

The Daily bill provides for a direct plurality 
primary on Aug. 8, 1910, and on the second 
Tuesday in April in other years. It applies 
to all offices, but differs from the Jones- 
Hamilton string In its provisions regarding 
the position of namies op the ballot and as to 
the advisory vote for United States senator. 
Each name fort éach office must have the 
same preferencé in position on the ballot in 
each precinct—that is to say: should there 
be ten candidates for anoffice, each candidate 
must be at the head of the ticket upon one- 
tenth of the ballots. 

Concerning the vote on United States sena- 
tor, there are two alternatives offered to the 
candidate for the general assembly., There 
may be placed uponmthe primary ballot pledge 
No. 1, az follows, signed by the. candidate: 

“ declare to the people of the state of 
Illinois, as well as to the people of my dis- 
trict, that I will vote for the candidate for 
United States senator who has received the 
highest number of votes from the people of 
my party at the primary next preceding the 
election of a United States senator without 
regard to my. individual. preference.”

The attorney asserted that the bill 
for injunction offered in court by J. R. Con- 
sidine and Michael C.. Toole, the theater 
owners, was full of absurdities and conclu- 
sions. He asked that the contract which the 
bill declared the theater owners had with 
Mrs. Newton giving them the privilege to 
tear up her hotel be included in the bill and 
made a part of the record in the case. ; 

The court said he had examined the con- 
tract and he saw no reason for dissolving the 
injunction granted against the woman. 

“ But, your honor,” said the attorney, 
“these things should be set up in the bill 
and be in the record. We are entitled to 
know what this contraét is.” 

But Judge Petit, although he admitted he 
had examined the contract, which might 
have an important bearing on the injunction 
matter, outside of court, refused to enter 
tain the attorney's motion for a dissolution. 


Will Try Another Tack. 

“We're not through,” Attorney Cavette 
asserted after the motion was denied. ‘** To- 
morrow we will try another tack to get this 
injunction dissolved. This poor woman is 
going to be given some relief if it can be had. 
I shall have some affidavits ready to sup- 
port another motion for the Cissolution of the 
injunction.”’ 

It was charged during the day that the per- 
mit for the theater was secured from the 
city building department through misrepre- 
sentation. A hard and fast rule is recog- 
nized there, that no theater shall. be per- 
mitted to go into a building where a part of 
it is used for sleeping roOms or is occupied 
as a flat or a hotel.

vacated—No living rooms permitted.’ ”

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The Chiperfield bill is not the goverhor’s 
‘ill. It is drawn by the Fulton county states- 
man without the advice or consent of the 
governor, and is admitted by Mr. Chiperfield 
to be a “ disturber.” 

The administration bills relative to coal 
mines did not show up in the contents of the 
hopper. It has been the understanding that 
they are being framed upon the basis of an 
agreement between the mine operators, the 
representatives of the organized miners, and 
by the state officials in supervision of the 
mining industry. 


Provisions of Chiperfield Bill, 

An examination of the Chiperfield meas- 
ure bears out completely his assertion that 
the operators had not been taken into the 
confidence of the bill’s author. The bill pro- 
vides that there shall be two fire plugs within 
200 yards of the majn hoisting shaft of every 
coal mine in the state, to which shall be con- 
nected 20 yards of two and one-half inch 
hose. The fire fighting system must be 
hooked up with the engine at the top and 
the engine at the oottom and also with a 
reservoir always filled with water. 

Barns for the mules underground must be 
of fireproof construction, The bil) says that 
hay, straw, and Uke substances, when taken 
below the surface, must be kept in concrete 
buildings. Not more than a two days’ sup- 
ply can be in the shed at any one time, and 
it cannot be lowered into the mine until all 
the miners have come to the top. The key 
to the door of the hay shed must be kept 
by the mine foreman. 

There must be no inflammable materials 
within 500 feet of the bottom of the shaft. 
There must be a water pipe to carry drink- 
ing water attached toa fresh water reservoir 
for the entire length of the main entries. 
Telephone service must be provided from the 
underground workings to the surface, with 
phones not over 300 yards apart. 


Demands Many Escape Shafts. 


There must be escape shafts penetrating 
every entry and vein and not more than 600 
yards apart. Airholes, lined with meta! and 
two and one-half inches in diameter, must 
extend to the surface every 600 yards. A 
supply of emergency rations must be kept at 
the bottom of the works at al) times. 

For any violation of the act the fine may be 
from $100 to $1,000 and for the second of- 
fense the fine may be from $1,000 to $10,000, 
and any employé who may have a court 
action for damages against a coal] mining 
concern will have a prime facie case if he 
can show that any one of the provisions has 
been violated. 

The Canton man followed this up with a 
bill for a $50,000 appropriation for the Cher- 
ry sufferers, in which he proposed to take a 
poke at the governor by providing that the 
relief fund shall be expended by the presi- 
dent, Secretary, and executive board of the 
United Mine Workers of America for linois. 

Representative William J. McGuire of Ke- 
wanee, from the district in which Is thé Cher- 
ry mine, introduced a bil! carrying $100,000 
and providing for a commission of four from 
the house and two from the senate to expend 
the relief fund. By unanimous conseni 
Speaker Shurtleff added Representative Mc- 
Guire to the Appropriations committee. Rep- 
resentative Morris of Sangamon wanted to 
make the Cherry fund $150,000 to be expended 
by a commission of three to be named by the 
governor. 

In the senate Senator Hamilton of St. Clair 
put the appropriation at $50,000 to be spent 
by the secretary of the labor board and two 


well provided for by charitable women of the 
towns rear Cherry. 


Will Plan Permanent Relief. 


After having patched up the few weak spots 
in the system of emergency relief, Mr. Bick- 
nell set to work on the larger problem of the 
time and method of disbursing the perma- 
nent relief fund. A formal meeting of the 
relief commission probably will be held to- 
morrow to consider this subject. Dutican 
McDonald, staté president of the miné work- 
ers’ union and a member of the relief com- 
mission, is expected to arrive, in Cherry to 
participate in the conference. The echeme 
of relief generally favored looks to the 
merging of all the separate relief funds and 
the administration of the merged funds as 
a pension fund under a joint trusteeship. 

**T am in favor of this scheme,” said Mr. 
Bickhell, “ and I wish to get concerted action 


out for the relief committee would be to 
give the relief money to the people all at 
once, but we must not refuse to consider 
their future welfare. 

“ Aside from the question of the disposition 
of the permanent relief fund, Mr. Bicknell 
finds himself confronted by a still graver 
problem, and it fs giving him serious concern. 
This problem has to do with the present and 
future moral state of the people of Cherry. 
A dangerous reaction appears to have begun 
and evidencés of moral delinquency are in- 
creasing daily. 


Missionaries Are Needed. 

“TI deeply regret,” sald Mr. Bicknell, “ that 
this mora! phase of the trouble ha® become so 
ugly as my information would seem to indi- 
cate. The condition must be faced and 
checked, and I do not know who better could 
handle the matter than the trained mission- 
aries of the churches. It would seem to me 
that if the missionaries would come in here 
and remain until the people shall have re- 
covered their spiritual and menta! poige, a 
, general moral lapse might be prevented. It 
would be a terrible thing to permit these heip- 
less women and children to fall victims to 
the wave of moral reaction that seems always 
to follow upon abnormal social conditions 
such as have prevailed here during the last 
month.” 

The local miners’ union has named a com- 
mittee to confer with Mr. Bicknell, touching 
complaints that the families of miners whu 
have left Cherry in search of work have not 
been cared for by the relief committee. This 
matter was discussed at a meeting of the 
union, and the opinion was expressed that 
relief should be extended to the families of 
unemployed miners pending the resumption 
of steady employment. The members of the 
miners’ committee are Martin Powers, Jonn 
Novario, and August Perrin.

Hazel Robertson Dillon, the Saugatuck

day at the Columbus hospital The hospital] 
physicians were unable to determine the 
cause‘of her death, and an investigation was 
ordered by the coroner. The inquest was 
postponed to allow a coroner’s physician to 
complete a post mortem examination. 

From the examination already made it was 
learned that she had not been poisoned. It 
also developed that she was not a sufferer 
from appendicitis, as was supposed by her 
mother, Mrs. E. F. Dillon, and the hospital] 
attendants. 

Dr. John F. Lindquist believes she died of 
a broken heart, although he admits there was 
nothing beyond her actions to support such 
a theory. . 

While the gir! and her mother insisted they 
had lived in Michigan, several guests of the 
Hotel Warner, Thirty-third street and Cot- 
tage Grove avenue, told the police both had 
made their home there for more than a year 
previous to the Lincoln park episode in which 
Miae Dillon figured.

A Swedish woman with a wort. face ard 
cheap clothing stood before the window of 
the foreign mail division of 
postoffice. She had been trying to send at 
newspaper rates—rateg below those required 
by law—Christmas presents to relatives 
across the sea. The innocent looking news- 
paper package had been subjected to the 
ecrutiny of postai clerks, who found hidden 
in the roll of papers a amell pocketbook, a 
handkerohief, and two neckties. The address 
of the sender had been put onthe packet, and 
the woman was notified to appear, a proce- 
dure which is ynusual. 

Had Been Advised by Friend. 

She asked the question after she had told 
about a friena advising her to send her pres- 
ents in the way she had ‘tried, for “it would 
not cost 6o much."’ Martin J. Faubel; chief 
clerk in the division, answered her query. 

* Well, then,” she said, “I guess I won't 
send 'em,” and she took the presents away 
with her. 

Just now the smuggling of Christmas pres- 
ents to and from foreign countries through 
the mails—or attempts so to do—are begin- 
ning, and inspectors are busy breaking open 
and examining packages. 

Chief Clerk Faubel is in charge of the 
corps of clerks examining outgoing foreigh 
mail. John R. Ford, deputy collector: of 
customs, is superintending the inspection of 
the Christmas mail coming from abroad. 

“We'll have packeges mountain high in 
our department within the few days before 
Christmas, and forty men will be kept busy 
looking after it,” said Deputy Ford yesterday 
aftérnoon. “Just now five or six men can 
look after it. The week before Christmas 
last year we handled something like 35.000 
parcels post packages of incoming Christ- 
mas mail." 


Many Packages Held Up. 


Faubel pulled out a few inspected 

from one of the baskets in which popes 
thrown before sending to the dead letter office 
at Washington. There was one. addressed to 
somebody in Sweden, containing a linen 
handkerchief, two pars of silk hose, two neck- 
ties, and a woman's fluffy looking collar. 
Then there was drawn forth one that had only 
a hardkerchief and a three-for-a-nicke) 
stogie. In a third was a silver dollar and half 
a dozen cigars. Still another—which would 
have been passed if it had borne a parcels 
post declaration of its contents and vaiue— 
contained a fruit cake which a clerk without 
finding anything, jabbed with hatpins to find 
out if there was anything In it of value.

NAVIGATION. THE ' ISSUE. 


Government Claims Ownership to 
the Stream at Point of 
Controversy. 


— 


_ The state’s suit having failed the United 
States government has taken it upon its 
shoulders to attempt to enjoin.the Kcohomy 
Light and Power company from constructing 
its dam in the Desplaines river near its junc- 
tion, with the Illinois river.’ 

District. Attorney Hdwin W. Sims, acting 
under Attorney General Wickersham’s in- 
structiong, filed a suit in the United States 
Circuit court yesterday seeking an injunction 
against the’ light and power company and 


praying. for judgment that the Desplaines 


river is a navigable.stream.: 

Another long, Jegal fight over the building 
of the power dam may result unless there is 
some sort of satisfactory adjustment reached 
‘between the government and the Economy 
company. - 

‘Lhe ‘government asks that the company 
not only be enjoined trom doing any turther 
work On the construction of the cam but also 
that the construction: work ai:eady cone be 
taken out, leaving the river in its origina) 
state. Apd at about the same time Gor Ve 
neen urged upon the general assembly of Li!- 
bois‘to keep up ‘the state’s fignt beyond tne 
state Supreme court and to the highest court 
in the land. : 


Plan Fight to Finish. 


The federal attorneys are prepared to carry 
their ‘casé tod the United States Supreme 
court should jué€gment be’found against them 
in the lower. government courts 

The case is one in equity and it is expected 
it will come up for ap early preliminary hear- 
ing before Judge C. C. Kohisaat or Judge 
P. 3. Grosscup. -A special examiner likely 
will be appoinied. 

“When the state sult was tried before Judge 
Mack three particular points were made. 
First, lt: was held that the contracts held by 
the company wiih the canal commissioners 
authorizing (‘he construction of the dam to 
overfiow ceriain cana! lands were void, be- 
cause the cana! commissioners had exceeded 
their powers. ' 

Then it was contended that the state owns 
the bed of the river where the dam was being 
constructed. Further, it was held that the 


‘ Desplaines river is a navigable siream and 


that the power company ¢culd have no au- 
thority to build a dam that.would interfere 
with the navigability. Judge Mack held 
against the state and was upbeld by the Su- 
preme court’ of lllinols. 


‘What the Government Says. 


On the ground that the war department 
holds the river to be navigable, the govern- 
ment suit contends that no authority can be 
given the Economy company to construct its 
dam excepting through the war. department. 
The United States claims ownership to the 
stream’at the point in controversy. Further, 
the gévernment contends: That the state Su- 
preme court has not laid down the correct 
rule of navigability with reference to navi- 
gable waters of the United States; that the 
rule laid-dewn is too narrow and not in har- 
mony with holdings of the federal courts; 
that the mere fact that there are shallow 
places and rapids in portions of the river does 
not make it a nonnavigable stream * hat 
the real test of navigabuity lies in whether 
by improvements it may be made a navigable 
river. : 

The contracts held by the company with the 
canal commissioners are practically ignored 
in the federal suit. 


Must Get Federal Permit. 


Since the river is a navigable stream, the 
government attorpeys hold, the Eoonomy 
company must obtain a permit to bulld its 
dam from the war department, and, failing 
in this, the company would heve to look to 
the state for any damage it may sustain In 
its failure to carry out the construction work 
for which permission was obtained through 
contracts with the canal commissioners. 

Work of constructing the Economy dam 
near Lockport was begun in 1907, but was 
soon interrupted when Gov. Deneen and the 
legislature urged the prosecution of injunc- 
tion suits by the attorney general of Illinols

“AQUA POWER’ VERSUS COAL 


_- Century, He Says. 


\, 


With the prediction that the present session 
of congress will see a reopening of the fight 
for pivdle control of water power sites, Git- 
ford Pinchot, chief of the bureau of forestry, 
appealed to the members of the Hamiiton 
club yésterday to use their influence to pre- 
vent congress from opening to settlement 
lands that have been withdrawn. 

The appeal was made to “ persons polit- 
ically affected ”’ In any action congress might 
take to allow the withdrawals to be restored 
by default. The withdrawas, it was assert- 
ed, will disappear at the end of the present 
session of congress, if no positive ection is 
taken. He predicted a hard fight on water 
power sites and coal lands. : 

‘* As a nation we must have natural re- 
sources,” declared the gpeaker. ‘* The ques- 
tion is, who shall get them? Will they be 
handled, exploited, or destroyed for the bene- 
fit of the few or for the entire people of the 
country? 


Presents Two Big Questions. 
“The line can be drawn more closely in 
the giving of the natural resources, whether 
they shall be given to special interests or to 
the people, and we are going to know soop 


who. will control. 

“Two of these great conservation ques- 
tions are going to be settied at the present 
session*of congress, the question of water 
power and the question of coal lands. 

“Computations which have been made 
show that the coal fiblds will be exhausted 
in. the next century, whe natura! gas and 
ofl will disappear wit this century. The 
power of the future is destined to ‘be tne 
power of falling water, 80 there is need to 
cénsider who Shall control this power. 

“For many years it was the piap of the 
government to give away water power s1.e6 
free. Many of them have been seized by pri- 
vate concerns; which, if they are allowed to 
continue, will consolidate into a combine with 
absolute control of power. 


Give Congress Time. 

“The water power sites have been with- 
drawn to give congress time to act. If they 
are reopened they will go to private owner- 
ship for nothMmg and forever. Certain men 
have discussed the question of water power 
and have declared that it is none of the 
business of the United States and should be 
handled by the separate states. But I have 
noticed in Illinols the same people argue 
that it is none of the business of the state, 
but a question pertaining to riparian rights. 

“We have still great areas of coal lands 
in the hands of the national government and 
which ought to be retained under govern- 
ment ownership and leased so that the min- 
ing can be, regulated. In the wasteful sys- 
tem of mining practiced by private interests 
fully. one-half of the coal has been ieft in 
the ground and is forever inaccessible. To 
compel miners to remove all of the coal can 
only be done through state and government 
interference. 


Fight Against Monopoly. 

“The fight against water powermsnonopoly 
began two or three years ago and resulted in 
attacks made upon the forestry service. I 
can predict where the attack will strike. The 
national forest reserves contain large areas 
of burned over and deforested lands which 
the service can plant and make into forests. 
It will be proposed to cut out of the control 
of the forestry department all of the land 
which does not bear trees. The most danger- 
ous aitack probably will follow this line. 

“There was a time when the recognition 
of personal private property was the one 
thing needful for civilization. We are now 
coming toa time when the essential thing is 


together to protect the general interest and 
to consider the greatest good to the gfeatest 
number for the longest time.”

_ ‘THE SPECIAL SESSION. 
“The general assembly has heard the 
governor's message. It knows what his 


which he has thought deserving of imme- 
diate consideration. After the holidays, 
the members should set to: work in dead 
earnest and try to turn out some laws 
that will be beneficial to the state, and 
not objectionable to the Supreme court. 

As regards primary elections legislation 
the general assembly will have to get 
along without ihe aid of Supreme court 
advice further than what is contained in 
opinions invalidating previous laws. If 
the judges had given the members the in- 
formation asked for by the governor it 
would have been a lamp to their feet, 
and a light to their paths. They would 
not have said that the Supreme court 
was usurping legislative functions. The 
judges could not, consistently with their 
understanding of the constitution, give 
that information. The genera] assembly 
must tread the wine press alone. The 
task is not so hard a one after all. It 
has been told emphatically by the Su- 
preme court on several occasions what it 
cannot lawfully do. By abstaining from 
attempts to do directly or indirectly any 
of those forbidden things 1t can escape 
making another mess of primary legisla- 
tion. 

There may be pulling and hauling over 
that législation. There ought to be none 
over three measures which are of the 
greatest material importance to Chicago. 
They relate to the construction of a har- 
bor and docks, and of subways, and the 
provisions of a site for the Field mu- 
seum.

SPAIN’S AWAKENING. 
“Everything in Spain is encouraging. 


that they have lost their colonies.” 
two sentences make part of an interview 
given for Tue Trisune by a Chicago 
traveler who returned from the continent 
a few weeks ago. How full of signif- 
cance they are is shown in a most inter- 
esting way in an article by Frederick 
Courtland Penfield in the current North 
American Review. The discouragement 
of the situation at the close of an unsuc- 
cessful war is described. With the sting 
of defeat, the destruction of the navy, 
the loss of island possessions, and discon- 
tent everywhere, Spain faced the future 
with hopelessness. Financiers looked for 
early bankruptcy, and “ poor old Spain” 
was the thought of many observers as the 
last remnant of former world greatness 
disappeared in the American war. 

Bleven years after, Spanish bonds are 
worth twice what they were in 1898, the 
seaports on the Atlantic and the Meii- 
terranean are filled with shipping, the soil 
is yielding satisfactory returns, rich de- 
posits of minerals have been uncovered, 
dead towns are quickeged into new life, 
and everywhere there is apparent an 
awakening which fills one with astonish- 
ment as the details of progress are set 
forth. In one quarter the soil is being 
improved, better methods of cultivation 
are used, and sterile solitudes are being 
converted into fields of grain and pros- 
perous farms. In another stock raising 
has taken great strides. In still another 
mining is being pushed with large increase 
in the number of men employed and con- 
sequent revival of trade in adjacent towns 
and cities. 

Mr. Penfield’s article is replete with 
suggestive statements, each telling its 
own story of advance. One of them 
places together the exports of 1896 and 
those for 1908. The.figures are, for 1896, 
$160,191,262; for 1908, $161,086,689. Not 
much progress is indicated by the totals 
when figures alone are considered. But 
when it is recalled that the exports of 
1896 represent trade controlled absolutely 
by the Spanish flag and that that trade 
was almost entirely lost after the disas- 
ters of 1898, the figures are amazing.

eration of the family. For a time the Grenfells were as- 
sociated in business with Levi P. Morton when he main- 
tained a banking house in London under the name of 
Morton, Rose & Co, But this arrangement ceased when 
the former vice president of the United States withdrew 
from business in England. 

The house of Grenfell has been extensively interested 
in South American affairs, having contributed in no 
small degree to the railroad Jevelopment of both Brasil 
and the Argentine republic, while one of the Grenfells, 
John Pasco by name, attained the rank of admiral in 
the imperial Brazilian navy. 

The family is represented by two of its members in 
the house of lords—namely: Field Marshal Lord Gren- 
fell and Lord Desborough, the famous athlete, who 
twice swam across Niagara, rowed across the English 
channel from Dover to Calais, and for a number of years 
coached the Oxford university crew. Each generation 
of Grenfelis has contributed governors to the Bank of 
England, and the family is connecte! by marriage with 
the ducal house of Marlborough, with the St. Legers, 
the Bulteels, with the family of the governor general of 
Canada (whose daughter, Lady Sybil, is married to 
Arthur Grenfell), with the ducal houses of Portland and 
St. Albans, while literature and science may be said to 
have been represented among the kinsfolk of the family 
by the late Dr. Max Miiller, by Froude, and by Kingsley.

Every American who has visited the court of Italy 
will recall old Gen. Count Ponzio-Vaglia, who was one 
of the aids de camp of King Humbert and who when 
the latter was still heir apparent saved his life at the 
battle of Custozza in 1866, and who afterward became 
the chief of his military household and eventually 
grand master and minister of the entire Italian court, 
a position in which he was maintained by Victor Em- 
manuel after his accession to the throne ten years ago. 

The general, who has just retired from his various 
offices on the score of age, was the typical Piedmontese 
noble and officer, that is to say, as reserved, silent, and 
rather coldly courteous in his manner and speech as the 
Italian of more southern portions of the peninsula is 
effusive and voluble. He possesses in a marked Jegree, 
too, that deep attachment and profound loyalty to the 
reigning house of Savoy for which the Piledmontese 
nobles have always been celebrated. 

The soul of discretion, he was an ideal man for the 
office which he has so long filled with the most scrupu- 
lous exactitude and conscientiousness, holding himself 
strictly aloof from all those political intrigues which 
brought about the downfall of his predecessor as min- 
ister of the royal household, Rattazzi. King Humbert 
regarded the general more in the light of a boyhood! and 
intimate friend and comrade than as a dependent, and 
made him the executor of his will when he died; while 
the present king, who has always seen the general in 
his entourage since his earliest infancy, is deeply de- 
voted to him. 

The duties, however, of the office of minister of the 
court and grand master of the household are onerous, 
particularly in view of the care which the king insists 
shoul3 b® exercised to prevent waste, abuse, and graft: 
and therefore the old veteran has begged to be relieved 
of his responsibilities, which have now been assigned 
to a younger man, a diplomat who enjoys the king’s 
confidence and whose name is Mattioli Pasqualoni. It 
is he who henceforth will be all powerful at the 
court of the quirinal, and who will exercise authority 
over all its dignitaries of both sexes and of all «the 
vast number of retainers of every degree. It is he, too, 
who will determine who is to be invited and who barred 
from court. In fact, this relatively unknown man be- 
comes suddenly one of the greatest powers tn Italian 
society. For, whereas formerly the great patriciate of 
Rome helj aloof from the quirinal, it now has become 
reconciled thereto, largely owing to the fact that a new 
generation has sprung up, composed of nobles who have 
served or are serving the crown in the army, ifn the 
navy, in diplomacy, and in the civil administration, and 
who are married to women who find that there is more 
gayety in the so-called white society than among the 
blacks, that is to say, among those ever diminishing 
houses of the old Roman aristocracy who consider it 
necessary by reason of their attachment to the vatican 
to ignore the quirinal. 

“minister of the royal household at Rome has no 
litical duties whatsoever to perform, and even in cases 
oyal births, marriages, and deaths it is not he, but 
the ‘premier, who acts as gram] notary of the crown. 
Indeed, any interference of the minister of the court in 
political affairs is jealously resented by the cabinet, as 
Rattazz! found to his cost. At Berlin and at &. Peters- 
burg the ministers of the court also occupy an entirely 
wnonpolitical réle; but at Vienna the office of the minis- 
ter of the court-is invariably held with that of minister 
of foreign affairs and of de facto chancellor of the dual 
empfre, the present statesman to fill the post being 
Count d’Aerenthal, who will always figure in history 
as the author of Austria’s annexation of Herzegovina 
and Bosnia. 
. ee 

France is the first of the countries of Europe to 
tackle the problem of supplying its officers of the army 
with a remuneration sufficient to constitute a living 
wage. In England, in Germany, tn Austria, and in Rus- 
sia, in fact nearly everywhere, the pay of the officers 
is so small as to be inadequate to meet the necessary 
expenses and to entail the possession of private means. 

This of course has the effect of excluding from the 
commissioned ranks of the army many clever men 
whose talents might otherwise remain at the @isposal 
of the state. According to the new requireménts cap- 
tains will recefve a maximum monthly pay of $90, as 
compared with the $80 a month of the English infantry 
captain; while lieutenants in the French army will have 
$60 a month, as contrasted with the $50 a month of the 
English subaltern of the same-rank. The discrepancy 
ia even still greater than indicated by the figures. For 
the French officer is not called upon to live up to the 
same standard of affluence as his British comrade. He 
has no mess to support; he ifs not forced to entertain 
guests whom he does not like or to pay for amusements 
which give him no pleasure. He can sleep in a garret 
if he sees fit, and can pay for what meals he chooses 
to eat at his military club, where he gets much better 
value for his money than he would obtain in an English 
regimental mess.

the monument at Pusztaszer, where we were 
ay, marks the spot where his election 
supposed to have taken place. It is thus 
f some ways the most interesting historic 
pot in all Hungary. 


Start in Early Morning. 

“At o'clock in the morning I went with the 
t visitors to the chambers near by of 
.Becsey, a member of parliament and a 
rn leader in yesterday's ceremonies. 
in his'spacious and beautifully fur- 
psbed rooms Were s0Qn assembled all who 
were at the dinner on the preceding night, 
and in addition the dean of the Roman Cath- 
die priesthood of this neighborhood. We 
were offered tea, cakes, and brandy, and 
qv these simple early morning refresh- 
ments one hour was spent. Several of the 
gmntiemen present wore the Magyar cos- 
tume, distinguished chiefly by its long coat 
and braided trousers, and by large silver but- 
tone of eastern style, or braided buttons and 
joops, such as one finds on Chinese garments. 
At 7 we start on the twenty mile drive. 
There were ten or twelve carriages, all the 
property of the city. The drivers wore liv- 
ey of blue and braid, and the acting mayor 
was accompanied by aids dressed in the unt- 
form of a hussar, light blue wth silver 
braid. The word hussar, by the way, is from 
the Magyar word husz, meaning twenty. 
My carriage was drawn by four splendid 
horses, and the driver was a typical Magyar 
| with a bronzed and deeply furrowed face, 

anda courtesy as perfect as it was nalve. 
Atalively pace we have soon traversed the 
rough paved street leading out of the city to 
the north, pass the great protecting wall to 
check the Tisza, of which I wil! tell you more 
tomorrow, and are in the country. For sev- 
eral miles we traverse a low, level puszta

} cluding all day suckers, fancy cakes, white 


buns, crucifixes, whistles, apples, mustache 
nets (to keep one’s mustache from getting 
mussed up at night), crockery, and tinware, 
pipes, little hand mirrors, rattles, cutlery, 
Purses, etc., are sold. There is even a photo- 
gtaphic booth. Also present. are the ubiqui- 


and canes. The booths are mostly manned 
by Deasant women, who keep up a merry 
racket as they proclaim the merits of ther 
wares to the throng. It is like a county fair. 


Richly Robed Throng. 


And what a throng! A handful of gentry, 
richly robed and bursting with importance 
and patriotism, thousands and thousands of 
peasants gathered from about the country far 
and near. They, too, are dressed up—in their 
best; their big top boots fairly shine. The 


with black braid, as are their biack trousers 
and vests. And more silver buttons, some of 
filagree and pretty or no buttons, but braided 
loops—decidedly oriental. 

The women have little left of their ancient 
costume. I am of the opinion that there never 
Was much of it, but are gay in their jong 
calico dresses and smart jackets of bright 
colors, blues, reds, and whites, and kerchiefs 
generally black silk over their heads. Many 
tiny misses wear dresses suspiciously long— 
hand downs probably of their older sisters. 
The day is perfect, our carriages have been 
taken off to one side, all are here, and sol- 
diers in dark green uniforms with red braid 
trimmings and black feathers in their caps 
slowly move back and forth to preserve 
order; it is time to uncork the eloquence. 


. Mass Begun Amid Tumult. 


The priest—he cannot weigh much less than 
800 pounds—and his boy set up their altar 
at the back of the broad, <h stone plat- 
form on which the monument rests. Thea 
little organ, brought out from the city, is 
carried up, the gentry line up on the plat- 
form at the sides of the altar, the peasants 
sit or stand on the broad : stone steps or 
throng about the base of the platform, and, 
amidst the nolse of the women barkers. a 
hymn is begun and the priest begins the cel- 
ebration of high mass. 

The peasants join in strongly im the re- 
sponses, and with more hymns this ancient 
and curtous ceremony ts soon at anend. The 
priest makes a long address, and is followed 
in turn by orators and poets. It is real 
poetry, by rea) poets, and there is no halt- 
ing in the meter once !t has begun. 

And what can I-say of the oratory? They 
are orators of what we would cali the old 
school. It is ke the screaming of the eagle 
which once was heard on The-Day-We-Cele- 
brate. No restraint here, just natural ora- 
tory from picked ‘men of a nation of ora- 
tors. Amd the gestures and gesticulations! 
Well, of this we know nothing, we have al- 
most completely forgotten the art of talking 
with our hands and feet and whole body. 
We are in the highly conventionalized stage 
when to talk with our hands is no longer 
good form. 


Arpad the Hero. 


Arpad is the hero; no doubt of thet: and 
properly, too. Well may the nation glorify 
this ancient elected king. But there is also 
a certain stfong note of sadness at the pres- 
ent condition of Hungary; a note of exhorta- 
tion, of supplication to the crowd to be loyal 
to its native land, to work, to pray for its 
true freedom; to refuse the seductive call of 
America. There are many references to 
America, to its wealth and strength. And 
when in a Uttle speech I told them that they 
have today the sympathy of America, even 
ae they had it in the daye of Louis Kossuth, 
there was a loud chorus of “ Eljen! Eljen!’’ 

Then cate the dinner in the big tent, and 
a right good dinner it was, on long tebles 
of pine, with pine board benches. There 
was soup and gulyas and cold beef and hot 
pork chops and paprikea—not the red rose 
paprika, but big green peppers, plenty of 
them, eaten with salt and bread, and good, 
too, when one learns what hot parts to avoid. 
Also wine; wine is the backbone of a Hun- 
garian dinner, the first and last course. How 
the big, heavy gallon capacity wood canteens 
circulate! All drink freely—men, women, 
children, and priests, Roman Catholic and 
Reformed Evangelical alike. 

. The pavilion is crowded with peasants and 
gentry. Ata bong table adjoining ours isa 
group of sturdy Cumanians, with strong, 
heavy faces and swarthy complexions like 
Turks. They are Turks, or were a thousand 
years ago; today they consider themselves 
the only true Magyers. 

Music and Speeches. 


In one corner. of the pavilion is a brigand 
orchestra, of course. No Hungarian dinner 
would be complete without these dusky gyp- 
sies. They are amerry lot. The old bags viol 
player has a home mede instrument redolent 
of fresh brown paint. At times the orchestra 
plays Kurucz songs, or songs of the Kurucz 
guerrilla soldiers of that famous Hungarian 
Rakoczy, and all join in. 

Then followed three hours of just fun. First 
came a lot of patriotic poems recited by boys 
and girls at the rear of the monument plat- 
form, with the spectators down below. All 
the little misses’ stockings were tied up with 
string; we were not supposed to know this, 
however. These youngsters area bright eyed 
lot, and they spoke their little pieces with a 
confidence and a dash that was fine. 

Next came foot races for the boys and foot 
races for the girls; all, including those wno 
declaimed, received some trifling present—a 
hair comb, a handkerchief, a pair of cuff but- 
tons. a little book of travel or of poems.

Prince Treats the Whole 


Upheaval, While M. Lenotre Deals 
with the Tribunal Alone. 


x. a 


N a quiet and grave manner. with no 
flights of rhetoric which a Russian_of 
Prince Kropotkin’s leanings might be 
expected to take, and to a remarkable 
degree devoid of bias, that nobleman, 
himself in revolt, has written “ THE GREAT 
FRENCH REVOLUTION.” (G. P. Putnam's 
Sons). He has omitted no salient point of 
the upheaval, but has treated each incident 
calmly, in the order in which it occurred, 
ané with due regard for its bearing. upon 
the movement. In his: preface he says: 

“TY have not Gweit upon the dramatic side of 
the episodes of these disturbed years, which 
have been so often described, but I have made 
it my chief object to utilize modern research 
so as to reveal the intimate connection and 
interdependence of the various events which 
combined to produce the climax of the eight- 
eenth century's epic.” 

The currents which made the revolution 
were that of ideas from the middie class and 
the current of action from the peasantry and 
oe aae “When these two currents met 

and joined in the endeavor to realize an aim 
which for some time was commen to both, 
when they had helped each other fer a certain 
time, the result was the revolution ’’—with 
the backing of numbers furnished by work- 
ers and peasants, the middle ciasses, taught 
by the philosophers and the examples of re- 
volt in England and America, led the move- 
ment which flung itself at the aristocracy and 
the throne itseif. 

Prince Kropatkin says it is wrong to im- 
agine that thought had not been given to 
economic theories before the revolution broke 
out. Elective representation as the basis of 
orpanized society had been much discussed 
by the leaders. “ Long before the revolu- 
tion broke out,” he says, ‘‘ the idea of a state, 
centralized and well ordered, governed by the 
classes holding property in lands or in fac- 
tories, or by members of the learned pro- 
fessions, already was forecast and described 
in a great number of books and pamphlets 
from which the men of action during the 
revolution afterward drew their Inspiration 
and their logica! force. 

Nor were there wanting men of high ab- 
stract ideas upon the questions then most 
discussed. The author says: ‘‘If then it is 
only fair to admit that the middle classes 
of 1780 were inspired by ideas of Hberty, 
equality (before the law), and political and 
religious freedom, we must also admit that 
these ideas, as soon as they took shape, began 
to develop exactly on the two lines we have 
just sketched; liberty to utilize the riches of 
nature for personal aggrandizement, as well 
as liberty to exploit human ‘labor without 
any safeguard for the victims of such ex- 
ploitation, and political power organized so 
as to assure freedom of exploitation to the 
middle classes.’’ 

But at last the men of action overrode the 
counsels of the men of ideas, and thereto 
succeeded the real revolution and the Terror. 
Besides the destruction of monarchy, the 
prince believes that an important result of 
the revolution was that France came to know 
herself and that the people became’ thrifty 
and the land productive. Great tracts of land 
hitherto reserved f hunting. preserves of 
the nobles fel) into Vhe hands of the people, 
and the foundation of French wealth was 
laid, In conclusion the author expresses a 
few thoughts upon the possibility of revolu- 
tion in Russia, but he does not seem hopeful 
of: immediate results. The translation was 
made by Mrs. N. F. Dryhurst.

Quite different and yet in points similar is 
“ THE TRIBUNAL OF THE TERROR.” by 
G. Lenotre (Lippincott company), a descrip- 
tion of but one phase of the revolution, yet 
im some respects one of the most significant. 
The style of the Frenchman is as far from 
Carlyle’s hysterical phrase making as is the 
Russian’s, for like the latter it adheres close- 
ly to facts. | 

Fouquler-Tinvitle figures in the book as 
leader of the blood letting. Dickens might 
have written this sketch of him: “ He was a 
man with thick black hair and eyebrows, 
small, round, iridescent eyes, a low forehead, 
open face, pale complexion, shorf pock 
marked nose, thin close shaven lips, and a 
chin expressive of obstinacy. He was of good 
stature, with square shoulders and stout 
limbs.” 

As public prosecutor of the tribunal this 
evil creature played a leading part In the 
carnival of blood. And to him and to his 
no less blood thirsty associates was brought 
the sacrifice. A mob armed with pikes and 
swords broke into the conciergerie prison and 
began to massacre the prisoners. But this 
did not please the tribunal, which wished to 
put the victims through the farce of a lega) 
trial. From 100 a month the number sent to 
the scaffold rose to 350. then to 420, 4)-. 
though on some days it reached 200. The 
guillotine worked incessantly. Sanson and his 
assistants had no rest. The tribunal was in- 
eatiable, and Fouquier-Tinville, Danton, and 
Robesplerre still expressed the désire to 
*‘ drink the blood of the enemies of human- 
ity.’’ 

And who were these enemies of humanity? 
Noblemen and women—a few guilty, per- 
haps, but most of them innocent victims of 
insensate rage. There was no longer peace, 
comfort, or liberty, and yet because they had 
expressed a wish to die three young girls and 
a dragoon were beheaded. One old man ar- 
rested for what no one could tell slept peace- 
fully in court during his trial. 

*“ Placed on the fata! tumbril, he once more 
fell asleep, leaning against his daughter. 
On reaching the place of execution she had 
him carefully carried to the scaffold, and thus 
he passed without being informed of any- 
thing, from sleep to death.’ 

Death became much sweeter than life in 
these circumstances, and many went to the 
scaffold laughing, singing, joking, or with 
looks of ineffable peace upon their faces, 

The ‘guillotine did not care who its victims

the servant, the young and the old. One 
‘minute the head of a marquis would roll in 
the basket to be followed the next moment 
by that of a drunken hag who in her cups 
yelled “ Live the king!” | 

But soon the killing of innocents began to 
pall upon the murderers, and so they started 
to kill each other. Fouquier’s time came, 
and he, too, took the ride in the fatal tumbril 
with ‘“‘a young and beautiful woman, who, 
half crazy, was clinging to the sites of the 
cart . never ceasing to pour maledic- 
tions on the head of her husband’s mur- 
derer.”’ 


‘Fifteen were . thrown on the plank 


detnd pushed under the knife, which feil at 


regular intervals. And each time that the 
heap of beheaded bodies was increased by 
a fresh corpse the huge crowd heaved a sigh 
of relief. This lasted about twenty minutes, 
during which the last of them, who saw the 
whole scene, waited with haggard eyes. At 
last Fourquier appeared, see- -sawed in his 
turn, and the heavy knife fell. Loud 
applause burst from the people.” 

M. Lenotre is one of that large band of 
Frenchmen to whose research into the years 
of the revolution we owe 80 many remarkably 
fine historical studies. His *‘ Flight of Marie 
Antoinette’ is an example, F. Lee trans- 
lated the present book.

And in the case of one Arthur Guthrie, who 
writes himself inio a book of “ LETTERS 
FROM FRANCE AND ITALY ” (McClurg) 
the answer is satisfactory, for that traveler 
takes with him his great joy of life and a 
good sense of humor and fares forth on a 
holiday. He has none of the appearance— 
too common among travelers—of poking 
abbut in other people's homes to see what he 
can ferret out. 

No matter where he goes, it is always worth 
while to tag at his heels’ and listen for his 
word of comment. It is sure to be original 
and regardless of any of the many laws as to 
what it should be. 

Indeed, his most likable train is his ef- 
frontery. 

He treads upon ground made holy by gen- 
erations of venerating pilgrims—and keeps 
on both his hat and his shoes. 

In the church of St. Germain das Pres he 
is impressed most by his own ignorance of 
the rules of behavior. 

In the chapter named “ Paris ’’ he boldly 
sits down and quotes a few pages of Maeter- 
linck on timepieces! And in Rome—in the 
very heart of Rome, he discourses brazenly on 
infallibility, winks an eye at treasured 
legends, and politely covers his mouth»with 
his hand as he beholds some of their mi®ecu- 
lous exhibits. 

The iconoclasm of a smile and a wink—how 
shall it be met? In the case of this genial 
iconoclast let us compromise with pious pil- 
grims by deferring his punishment to an- 
other world,:so that he may write a few more 
delightful books while he is here—only it 
would be a good thing to keep an eye on him 
and follow his choice or his sentence as tothe 
next sphere—for it is always pleasant to 
have an entertaining guide ina new country, 
‘and if he couldn’t make it interesting for us 
no one could.

Richard C. Cabot, assistant professor of 
medicine in the Harvard Medical school and 
a visiting physisian at the Massachusetts 
General hospital, has written a book of value 
for medical practitioners, and for sogial 
workers, “‘SOCIAL SERVICE AND THE 
ART OF HEALING” (Moffat, Yard & Co.) 
that is strictly in keeping with the current 
ideas of the control of the mind over the body. 
Indeed, it is the advocacy of such belief, ahd 
is a piea for what Dr. Cabot calls “‘ team 

‘work.’’. ** The doctor must bea psychologist 
an educator, a physician to the whole man— 
body and soul alike.” But as he is also hu- 
man and of necessity has limitations he must 
combine with the social worker and with the 
minister and with the patient himself if he 
will achieve the highest ends of which the 
medical science is capable, and really ennobl« 
the profession. Some of these combinations 
are already being tried, but the value of 
this volume as descriptive of them ‘is not 
thereby diminished. Nor ts it without its 
usefulness to the average man who alms to 
keep abreast of the advancement wrought 
practically by the students.

TAKE UP KEY MEN’S CASE. 


Tele graphe rs’ Conference Makes for 
Settlement on Iliinois Central. 


The joint wage conference between the rall- 
road genera] managers’ conference commit- 
tee and the representatives of the Switch- 
men’s union yesterday got down to the busi- 
ness of discussing the merits of the demands 
made by the men for increased wages. High 
cost of living was the principal argument ad- 
vanced by the switchmen, while the man- 
agers pleaded low freight rates and a general 
lack of prosperity as reasons against grant- 
ing an advance at this time. 

The conferences will be held daily from 10 
@..™. to 1 p. m. in the Railway ‘Exchange 
building. The probabilities are that the meet- 
ings will continue a week or ten days. F. O. 
Meicher, second vice president of the Rock 
Island railroad, is ch&irman of the man- 
agers’ committee, and First Vice President 
8S. E. Heberling heads the committee of the 
Switchmen’s union. Twelve members con- 
stitute the switchmen’s committee. 


Silent, but Hope for Peace, 


“ As in previous conferences with the men, 
we have agreed to keep silent concerning 
the’ progress of the negotiations until the 
conference comes to an end,”’ said Mr. Mel- 
cher, in response toa question. “ This policy 
is the hest for all concerned.” 

Arbitration may be the ultimate outcome of 
the present negotiations. It is understood 
that the switchmen have overcome their 
aversion to submitting their differences with 
the railroads to arbitration under the Erd- 
man law. Their principal objection to that 
form .of arbitration was that the railroads 
could appeal! the decision and tie up the union 
in litigation. They were satisfied when kt 
was explained to them that appeals could be 
taken only on errors in methods of procedure. 


Take Up Telegraphers’ Case, 


The committee of telegraphers on the IIII- 
nois Central railroad met at the Congress 
hotel and discussed the questions involved 
in their dispute with the road President 
Henry B. Perham of the Order of Railroad 
Telegraphers and Vice President Johm A. 
Newman consulted with Labor Commissioner 
Neil, who is the mediator under the Erdman 
law, which was invoked by both sides. 

Commissioner Neil also met F. B. Harrt- 
man, general manager of the IHinois Central, 
relative to the dispute. Both sides declared 
that the meetings progressed favorably. It 
is likely that a settlement may be made with- 
out a resort to actual arbitration. 


Work for Locked Out Tailors. 


Arrangements for starting codperative tal- 
lor shops for the benefit of the locked out 
women tailors were begun by the officers of 
the Chicago Ladies’ Tailors union. More 
than 300 men and women are involved tn the 
lockout. Business Agent John Hermann of 

sthe union said three shops would be opened— 
one in the loop district, one on the north side, 
and one on the south side. 

A number of leading Chicago women, he 
said, have promised to support the undertak- 
ing by giving their orders to the codperative 
shops, and there will be work for 10 to 1530 
of the locked out tailors. The lockout began 
three weeks ago when the employers de- 
manded that the tailors return to a nine hour 
day.

Mysterious and Long Session of 
National Magnates Delays 
the Election.

board of directors of the American league, 
the awarding of Pitcher Torrey to Cincin- 
mati ard Catcher Asmussen to Eau Claire 
by the national commission and a prolonged 
battle of the National league directors, con- 
cerning which there was “ nothing to give 
out,” constitited one whole Gay’s work for 
the major league magnates today. 

On the possible theory that one scandal

commission, while National league directors 
prolonged their argument over the disposi- 
tion of the 1809 pennant so long ihat there 
was no time left for a meeting@iOf the league 
as scheduled. 

When the American leagué directors fin- 
ished their deliberations there was a promis- 
ing rumor that Manager Stallings of the 
Highlanders was to be given his release on 
account of the signal tipping affair and that 
Hal Chase was to be made manager of the 
team in his stead. | 

Resolution Is Misleading. 

This was lent color by the wording of the 
resolution adopted by the directors on the 
gubject. It was as follows: ; 

Whereas, Charges have been printed In the 
public press to the effect that during the last sea- 
son a sign tipping bureau was operated on the 
grounds of the New York American league bell 
club, and 

Whereas, The board of directors of the Ameri- 
ean league has considered carefully the evidence 
before it of the existence of such a bureau, there- 
for, be it ; 

Resolved, That in the opinion of the board the 
New York club {s free from all complicity in such 
tipping affair, and be it further 

Resolved, That it is the sense of the board thet 
any manager or Offf€ial proven guilty of operating 
@ sign tipping bureau should be barred from base- 
ball for all time. 

_. This looked on the face of it as if President 
Farrell had been exonerated from all com- 
plicity, but that the ways were greased for 
Manager Stallings if the case was continued 
before the league body and evidence to show 
that he had knowledge of the operation of a 
buzzer at the Highlanders grounds was pro- 
duced. This supposition was knocked in the 
head by the announcement of President John- 
gon that, so far as he knew, the incident was 
closed. He said there was no evidence pre- 
sented to the board. to prove the charges 
made by the newspapers. 


Cantillon Refuses to Tell. 


Former Manager Cantillon of the Wash- 
ington club, who is here to obtain his own ex- 
oneration on charges made by President 
Johnson of disloyalty to the league and who 
was said to be one of the sources of informa- 
tion regarding the Highlanders buzzer 
scheme, said he had been asked to go before 
the directors and tell them what he knew 

. about it, but that he had refused to do s0 on 
the ground that he was no longer connected 
with the American league and consequently 
no longer interested in its affairs: 

Neither Manager Jennings nor Trainer 
Payne of the Detroit club, who was said to 
have discovered the signal bureau on the Hilltop 
here’ last fall, was on ,djand today, and their ab- 
sence was considered significant in view of the im- 
portant bearing their statements might have had 
on the case. American league directors who passed 
on the case were Navin of Detroit, the chub chiefly 
interested; Hedges of St. Louls, Shibe of Philadel- 
phia, and Noyes of Washington, another club re- 
sponsible for the original scandal. 

These directors formally awarded the league's 
pennant to Detroit, having been scooped on that 
bit of news by several months by more up to date 
fans of the country.

O’Brien, and the presence of George Tebeau fe sig- 
sificant’' in. view of the latest report. 


Taylor Springs a New One. 


It remained for President Taylor of the Boston 
Americans to suggest the quickest solution of the 
tangle. The Red Sox chief proposed that if the 
National league elected John Ward, the American 
league should vote for Heydiler for chairman of the 
National commission in place of Garry Herrmann 
of Cincinnati. This suggestion met such ready 
approval among American league club owners that 
it can be taken as one of the possibilities of the 
winter, but nothing definite would be declared in 
the matter by any one, as it is still mainteined by 
Heydiler’s friends that he will be elected National 
league president if that body ever gets to the eleo- 
tion of officers. 

Treasurer Williame of the Cubs, President Tear- 
ney of the Three Eyes league, and George McGurn 
of Chicago arrived on the scene today. They were 
passengers on that section of the Twentieth Century 
Limited which did not ram into a stailed train 
ahead of it near Erie last night.

William J. ‘Murray, former manager of the 
Philadelphia team, filed a letter with the National 
league board, stating that his contract with the 
Quaker club has two years to run and asking that 
the new owners be compelled to respect it. This 
they will have to do under the provisions of the 
National league constitution. 2 

President Brush of the New York club asked that 
the Philadelphia club be fined $1.000 for* having 
forfeited a game at the Polo grounds last season. 
No action. was taken on this matter, and it will 
be brought up again tomorrow morning.

regular notice of the meeting sent out last Satur- 
day by Secretary Watson. 

In brief, the proposition is to divest the associate 
clubs of their voting power and to transfer it to 
the sectional and territorial organizations, a]. 
though permitting the Chicago Golf club. the 
Country club of Brookline, the S&t. Andrews Golf 
club. and the Shinnecock Hills club, the charter 
members of the U. 8. G. A., toretain their votes. 

The change suggested by the eastern man for 
some time has been favored by a few leading 
western. golfers. So far, the Chicago clubs have 
received no official notice of the amendment, the 
bylaws calling for a ten days’ notice to ail asso- 
clate and allied clubs.

At that time the name of Omer was men- 
tioned, but the Oak Park man was not known at 
Iowa. Since that time it is understood that Omef’s 
record, unknown to the Oak Park man, has been 
investigated, and he is understood to have strong 
friends who are not yet ready to come out into 
the open for his candidacy until it is settled whether 
the one man plan will be tried again.
